Non-partisan organizations for the conduct of Municipal affairs 
have met with marked success in many cities where the removal of com- 
petition between political parties have induced the best citizens to 
accept office in the city government and share in the performance of 
public duties. 

Good government depends upon good men filling Municipal 
offices and it lias been conclusively proved both in Newton and elsewhere 
that many desirable men who would gladly share in the public sendee 
will not subject themselves to public competition. As one of our best 
citizens remarked : “I do not desire to know how had I am.

The subject of Non-partisan control is not new in our city. It has been 
frequently discussed as succeeding political campaigns have made it more 
difficult to secure desirable candidates for office. This year many of our 
citizens, irrespective of pary, felt that the time had come to take action 
and form a strictly non-partisan organization for the control of 
our municipal affairs. In response to a call signed by leading 
Republicans and Democrats, a public meeting was held at the City Hall 
on the evening of November 16, to take action. Our organization was 
effected, a committee of seventy, comprising ten from each ward, 
were chosen to nominate candidates to fill the various elective offices 
and present a Non-partisan ticket to the voters at the coming city 
election. The underlying principles being as broad as good citizen- 
ship can make them we invite all who desire pure government to 
assist us. 

Following a time honored custom to nominate for a second 
term all who have faithfully served one term in the city government, 
the Non-partisan committee have placed in nomination most of the 
present members and filled all vacancies with candidates who will com- 
mand the approval of impartial citizens. 

Having founded this organization in the interest of a business 
government it remains for the citizens to strengthen its hands, that those 
purposes may find expression in our city affairs.

next years board. 

. 1 U ROUS. 

The first business was the drawing of 
jurors. J. H. Howard, A. C. Dearborn 
and C. B. Bancroft were drawn hr grand 
jurors, F. S. Bolding and Fred C. Rising 
as jurors to tho superior court, M irtln 
31. Durand, Albert J. Grover, W. H. 
Emerson as petit jurors. 

Hearings were opened on the laying 
out of Austin, Fountain, Pulsifer street* 
and Allerton road. Michael Doyle ob- 
jected to taking land for Austin street 
and Messrs. F. A. Dewson and Bosson 
appeared as favoring the construotiou of 
the street. 

The question of a deed given in 1887 
affecting the lines of Pulsifer street was 
brought up by Dr. Coxeter. The city 
engineer was called and the point dis- 
cussed at somo length, tho hearing final- 
ly being closed.

Hannah Sweeney gave notice of inten- 
tion to, build house, 30x40 feet on Fayette 
street; Wm. A. Sampson for stable, 
30x24 feet on Nonantum street, granted; 
E. Giines for house, 30x48 feet on Wiu- 
chendon street; Kendad & Stevens for 
house, 30x43 feet on Devon road. 

A petitiou was received from E. J. 
Hyde for the M. E. church of Newton 
Highlands tor permit to ereot a stone 
church, size G7x4S feet on Erie avenue 
and Hartford street. 

Rev. Daniel Green et al petitioned for 
the restoration of a street lamp ou 
Chapel street near the North church 
and it was granted, and an order intro- 
duced by Alderman Emerson author- 
ized the committee to replace it. 

C. E. Currier petitioned for one street 
light near Hunuewell avenue nud Iluu- 
newell terrace. Referred. 

Alderman Hunt presented an order 
taking land for sewer near Oakleigh 
road. Passed. 

Alderman Botbfeld submitted reports 
which were nccep ed, to lay outSewall, 
Sterling and Berkeley streets and an 
order was later introduced and hearings 
appointed for Tuesday, Dec. 13, oefore 
the aldermen at 7 30 o’clock aud before 
the common couucil at 7.45 o’clock. 

NEW COURT HOUSE. 

Alderman Thompson submitted a re- 
port relative to the necessity of a new 
police station and court office. The 
present accom mndation- were insufficient 
and the committee recommended the 
construction of a new court house aud 
police station. They further recom- 
mended that the whole matter be re- 
ferred to the next city council. 

Alderman Botbfeld presented au order 
which was passed to construct concrete 
sidewalks on Norman road, Watertown, 
aud Station streets aud cross walk on Elm 
streeL 

Orders were passed authorizing the 
city treasurer to accept the sum of $200 
from C. T. Pulsifer and $550 from Hon. 
Wm. Claflin, in consideration of which 
the highway department would improve 
Pulsifer and Elm streets, tho latter near 
the High school lot. 

The petition of Sidney B. Paine for 
concrete cross walk on Morton, near 
II omer street, was refen ed. 

ANTICIPATING TAXES. 

Aldeimau Emerson presented an order 
which passed, authorizing tho city 
treasurer to is-uie a temporary loan in a 
sum not exceeding $1<)0,000 iu anticipa- 
tion of the taxeR. 

An order was passed changing the 
name of Mr. Vernon, between Hillside 
ro Highland streets, to A listen street. 


Papers from the lower branch came up 
for concurrence. They ha ■ non-con- 
eurted on an amendment in the ordi- 
nance relating to buildings. Alderman 
Botbfeld moved to concur with them and 
the motion prevailed. 

After a recess the appropriation bill 
came up from the lower brauch 'amended 
by substituting every item with one ex 
6eption, that was struck out by the 
aldermen and concurring in all the ad- 
d itions. 

Alderman Plummer had changed his 
opinion regarding the $250 tor convey- 
ance of pupils reinstated by the council. 
The money was to be used ns last year 
to couvey pupils from Lower Falls to the 
Auburuuule giammar school which 
saved a $1000 salary for a grammar 
affinal teacher at the former place. He 
should vote for the appropriation. 

Alderman Bothfe) l moved to concur. 

Alderman Rumery wished to move a 
uon coucut tetice with the $475 far one 
uew hose wagon and make it $050 loi 
a wo wagons. 

A vote was taken separately on etch 
item, the aldermen concurring in all but 
the how* wagon item which was in- 
creased $475. 

Alderman Plummer thought hose 
wagons were a very important addition 
i o make to the li > •* department la repl toe 
the old heavy reel-, in a (listin'., as 
widely - tattered aud *itb such stoop 
hills as Nfwuii has, i ho lightest oactical 
appliances in tiro apparatus weie atiso- 
tutoly nece-K iiy to make t lie department 
thoroughly efficient. 

REGULAR JJUblNKSH, 

Alderman Plummer for the committee 
m ordinances found the ordinances ou 
parks aud the inspection and ojpervision 
of wires, well and truly enrolled, aud 
they weie passed to bo urd lined. 

An older was passed authorizing the 
jolislructioli if the highway rtahleou 
Auburndale avenue. 

ULIlIKli WIRES. 

Tbe N. E. Telephone A Telegraph Co. 
ijetitioiad for location hi Centre street 
tVoin Surgeut street to the Watertown 
l ioe, for a conduit for telephone wires. 
An order was then passed granting the 
location. 

.Alderman Ruffe for the committee on 
litM'Ot lights submitted a report iu which 
boy found it expedient for the city, and 
ret onimuuded that the city council take 
:ui mediate steps, according to chap. 370 
jf tee acts of 1891, for the purpose of 


establishing a municipal gas and electric 
light plant. The report was accepted 
and was later supplemented by an order. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The aldermen then had an informal 
discussion over the grade crossing ques 
ti *n. 

The m ivor said he had met President 
Rliss of the Boston «& Albany iftllr >ad 
in conference that ntternoon and some 
changes in the m »do of construction 
were desired by the corporation. They 
did not wish to lower tho grades of 
certain streets ns mtido necessary by tho 
present plans, but favored raising the 
tracks sufficiently to allow these grades 
to remain as at present. They also 
favored •» stone abutment in the centre 
of the 70 foot street crossings with two 
niches over the street. The grade near 
Bellevue street would he mado about 45 
feet to the mile. 

This was objected to very strongly by 
the aldermen as tho puffing of trains up 
a steep grade would be a sorious objec- 
tion. Stone abutmen s in the centre of 
a street were not favorably looked upon 
Alderman Plummer thought the railroad 
did not wish to concede anything. The 
grade at Bellevue street would save the 
road about $0000 which Alderman Both- 
feld thought a very insignificant sum 
when tho nuisance it would be was takeu 
iuto consideration. 


Council 

In the common council a petition for 
one arc light, corner of Waverley avenue 
and Keurick street was referred. 

Thu appropriation bill came down from 
the aldermen with these itemB cancelled: 
One hose wagon. $475; two now police- 
men, $1800; conveyance of pupils, $250. 
After some discussion these items were 
all replaced by the council and tho ad 
ditions mado by the aldermen, viz: $000 
on assessor’s department and $400 in city 
cleik’s department were coucarred in 
An older appropriating $773,592,50 
was passed and sent up. 

It came back increased to $774,007 50 
by tho addition of $475 for another hose 
wagon and was parsed in concurrence. 

The annual contest over theappropri 
tious for 1894 has beeu decided and the 
appropriations for the various depart- 
ments are appended:

DEDICATION OE TIIE NEW GRACE CHURCH 
CHOIR GUILD HALL. 

Tlu* dedication of tho choir guild hall 
memorial of tho late Bishop Brooks, oc- 
curred Inst Monday evening in Graco 
Episcopal church. The church auditori- 
um was filled with people, every seat 
being occupied. 

Thu service proved of more than un- 
usual interest from tho fact that the last 
public uttorance of the late bishop was 
delivered to Newton while in attnudanco 
upon tho annual dinner of tho Choir 
Guild of Graco church, only a few days 
previous to his death. 

The exercises opened with a proces- 
sional hymn and the responsive reading 
of Psalm 118. Tho address of tho even- 
ing wns delivered by Bishop William 
Lawrence, I). I)., of Bostou. 

He spoke on the noblo character of 
Phillips Brooks, his broad philanthropy 
and earnest work in his field of labor. 
Ho was revered nnd honored by all who 
came in c mtaot with his strong, genial 
nature. Tho work of such a man is 
fruitful, and the now memorial evinced 
the esteem in which 'his great man is 
held by t tie people of Newton. 

Rev. Leighton Parks, D. D., followed 
with an earnest discourse. 

After tho retrocessioual the congrega- 
tion was invited to visit the new guild 
hall, whore a short address of welcome 
was delivered by Mr. E. S. Hamblin, 
president of tho choir guild, and the 
prayers of dedication wore offered by 
Bishop Lawrence. 

Tho music for the service of dedica- 
tion was composed especially for it by 
local talent. The memorial authem was 
expressly prepared for the occasion by 
Mr. .). Wallace Goodrich of the Eliot 
church. The processional hymu w is the 
composition of Mr. II. W. Parker of Bos- 
ton, formerly of Newton, and Mr. II. B. 
Day, choir master of tho church, con- 
tributed the MaguP'cat, Nunc Dimiltis 
and tho retrocessioual hymn. 

Tho uew memorial building was de- 
signed by Mr. W. P. Wentworth, ’a mom- 
bur of tho choir guild. The exterior is 
of slate stone, similar to that of the 
church. The building consists of a 
closed cloister, connecting it with the 
vestry room of the church, a vestment 
ro >m, rehearsal, director’s and toilet 
rooms. The windows of the rehears il 
room and three of those iu the director’s 
room aro the gift of the confirmation 
class of 1S91, tho only class confirmed in 
Grace church by Bishop Brocks. 

Two of tho windows bear quotations 
from his addiess to the Guild: “Going 
through life singing the glorious psalms 
of God,” “Makiug life richer and richer 
in the fear aud love of God.” 

Iu the directois’ room the fourth win 
dow, a special gift, commemorates the 
choristers who have passtd to their rest 
in Paradise. The bronze cross on the 
building is the gift of Mr. J. T. Wether- 
ald. Tiie seats and desks in the rehearsal 
room were the gift of the Sunday school 
and the Superintendent, Mr. George A. 
Flint. The closets for the vestments of 
the choristers were given by the Choir 
Guild. 

It would be impossible to print here 
the names of all who have contributed 
to the buildiug fund. The sums have 
varied from the gift of $1000 by Mrs. E. 
T. Eldridge to tbe offering of a few 
penuies by a little child who loved the 
bishop. 

Ttiu building itself as it now stands is 
free from debt. The offerings ou tho 
evening of the dedication will be used 
for additions to the furnishing. 

The finish of the guild hall is all in 
natural wood, tho southern cypress be- 
ing used exclusively, makiug the hall 
very attractive in appearance. 

The ground for the new building was 
broken tbe first of last May with appro- 
priate ceremonies.

WILLIAM II. EWERY DEAD. 


FOR MANY YEARS A PROMINENT FIGURE 
IN BOSTON BUSINESS CIRCLES. 


Mr. William II. Emery died at liis 
liume in Newton Tuesday rooming. lie 
had beeu in failing health for Botne time. 

Deceased was born in Biddefoid, Me., 
aud was 71 years of age. He came to 
Bostou from Biddefoid with his parents 
when about *20 years of age, and secured 
a position as clerk in the Boston post- 
office, A few yeais later ho became im- 
port clerk in the Bostou custom house, 
aud continued iu that capacity lorauum- 
ber of years. 

In April, 1858, he formed a co-partner- 
ship with his cousin, S. L. Emery, and 
established a coal business. The firm 
located ou Federal street, Boston, where 
the wharfs and offices ai e now situated. 
Mr. W. II. Einery removed from Boston 
to Newton about 40 years ago. Some 
years later he returned to Bostou again 
to reside. 

About iifteeu years ago he purchased, 
with others of a syndicate, a large tract 
of laud in Newton comprising the Skin- 
ner estate. The property was divided 
up into house lots, one of which was re- 
tained by Mi. Emery. There be erected 
a fine residence, where ho has lived 
since. 

Il ; had a large circle of friends in 
Newton, nnd was prominent here iu 
social circles. He had been a prominent 
figuie iu Bo'ton business citclcs for 
many years and was highly esteemed aud 
respected. At one time deceased was 
quite active iu masonic circles. 

Of late yeais, he had led a rather re- 
tired life, deriving Ins greu'est enjoy- 
ment in the attractions of home. He 
look a deep interest iu politics ami was 
independent iu his views. lit- was au 
enthusiastic supporter of President 
Cleveland. , 

A widow and five children Hurvive 
him. The funeral will take place from 
his la*o residence this afternoon at 2 
o’clock.

TO SEPARATE TIIE GRADES. 

POINTS AT ISSUE IIKTWKKN THE RAIL- 
HOAD AND CITY OF NKWTON, 


Although the main questions in regard 
to tlie separation of grades along the 
linn of tho railroad in Newton have been 
nettled to tho satisfaction of tho city 
council of Now ton nnd of tho officials of 
tho railroad, there aro still a number of 
dotaih of somo Importance which are 
atill at issue between tho city and tho 
corporation. 

It lias been agreed with tho road 
otliuials that tdin only practicable scheme 
for tho separation of the grades is tlie 
elevation of tho tracks of the railroad 
company. This is the plan first pro- 
posed by the road and roootn mended by 
the special commission of civil oi gincers 
appointed to consider tho matter by 
Mayor Hibbard. 

Tho road has, however, decided that 
the plan as at first proposed involves too 
great an outlay, and proposes a number 
of modifications. It was at first con- 
sidered best to run the tracks on an em- 
bankment along tho present roadbed at a 
uniform elevation of about 15 feet. In a 
number of instances the grade of sheets 
crossing under the tracks whs to bo 
slightly lowered. 

Tho road now proposes to elevate the 
tracks in several places as much as 18 
feet, and not to lower tho grade of any 
street. ThiH plan is expected to save a 
number of thousand dollars iu tho settle- 
ment of land damages. 

The greatest departure from the origi- 
nal plan is the proposition to maintain 
Bellevue stroet at its present grade and 
to lower the grade of tlie tracks at this 
point. If this is to bo done tlie tracks 
will dip at this point at least 14 feet ami 
will rise again to the higher level of the 
elevated system within a tew liumlred 
yards. Tho grade both oust nnd west 
would then bo about 45 feet to tlie mile, 
and tho members of the city council be- 
beliove that tho noisoof trains would be a 
source of anuoyauoo to thos® liviog in 
tiie vicinity. 

The city council will emphatically op- 
pose tliis proposition. They also will 
contend for stoue arch bridges across 
streets whoro possible, instead of 
steel spans, and will nsk for a new bridge 
between Newton and Newtonvillo to 
afford an entrauce to the now Cabot 
park. 

As soon as these points can be settled 
or compromised the superior court will 
be petitioned to appoint a commission to 
decide the outire question, but it is ex 
peeted that the commission will act 
favorably on any plan advocate J by both 
parties. 


THE NEW 0 RATO BIO. 


Mil. J. E. TROWBRIDGE GIVES A VERY 
SUCCESSFUL PRESENTATION. 


Mr. J. E. Trowbridge’s new Oratorio 
of “Paul, tho Apostle” was given at City 
Hal), Tuesday ovening, before a highly 
interested audience, who were very 
generous witli their Applause. The Water 
town Orchestral Club, under tho leader 
ship of Mr. L. Edwin Chase, furnished 
the orchestral music, and the chorus of 
70 voices showed evidence of careful 
training and the choruses were rendered 
with fine spirit. Tlie soloists were Mrs. 
E. Humphrey Allen, soprano; Mr. Geo. J. 
Parker, touor, both of whom are well 
known in Newton, and are always sure 
of a cordial welcome; Mrs. Marie Kthlo 
Stone, contralto, who we believe has not 
been heard here before, but who has an 
utiiisually fine voice, of sympathetic 
quality, aud phenomenal range, aud her 
singing won hearty applause. Tho bass 
solos and arias are more muuorous tbau 
the other solo parts, aud call for a voice 
of exception rl range, but Mr. Arthur B. 
Hitchcock scored a great success. He 
lias a magnificent voice aud sang the 
most difficult passages with perfect ease. 

The composition of au oratorio calls 
for ao amount of labor which would 
appall any hut the most industrious 
musician, nnd amateurs can have hut a 
slight, idea of the work involved, but 
Mr. Trowbridge is not easily discouraged 
and ho has produced a work that will ho 
very popular for special church services 
and oilier occasions. Some portions aie 
very effective as tho chorus “Groat is 
Diana of tlie Ephesians” in Part II, aud 
the male quartet proved so pleasing that 
the audience demanded an encore. Tlie 
symphony that followed ou the theme of 
the quartet, with staccato movements, 
was one of tho gems of the evening. 
The bass recitative aud aria iu Part III, 
“I have fought a good fight,” was mag- 
nificently sung hy Mr. Hitchcock, and 
culled out warm expressions of appro- 
bation from the uudici,ce. In the last 
chorus but one the diminuendo effect at 
the end of the line "lie falls as martyrs 
fall,” was very beautifully rendered, aud 
the whole had a strong choral effect. 
The double quartet was also i.uely 
written and the symphony following 
with muted strings was very pleasing. 
Tho grand Amen chorus furnished a 
tilting finale to the Oratorio aud Mr. 
Trowbridge received many hearty 0011 - 
giatululions at the close ou the success 
of his work. 


A STUDY OF BIRDS. 

VALUABLE COLLECTION PRESENTED TO 
HARVARD COLLEGE. 

One of the most valuable additions 
which h is ever been made to the Agassiz 
Museum of Comparative Zoology at 
Cambridge is a collection of 8000 birds — 
made by Air. W. E. 1). Scott— from the 
United Males auii West Indies. About 
100 of tlieHe are mounted, tlie remaiuder 
being in tlie form technically known to 
uaturalius as bird skins; that is, that 
they look simply like dead birds, that 
can lie mounted at auy time. Ever since 
Mr. Scott graduated from Harvard Col- 
lege iu 1873 this plan of making au 
oruiihido ical collection has been tlie 
gieat o .j.-et of his life, aud to give this 
collection to tho Agassiz Museum has 
been Ids desire, which is uow accom- 
plished, miyk tho writer of a finely illus- 
trated article iu the Sunday Herald of 
Dec. 3rd

Thai Crane— Gann* well Suit. 

To tho Editor of the OnArillc: 

In your issue of tho 10th, you state 
that the Gnmoveell Fire Alarm Telegraph 
company loses its most important 
point in thn suit which it brought 
against Moses G. Crane and Fred W. 
Cole, directors in the Municipal Fire 
Alarm Telegraph company.” Wliat Is 
the point referred to? 

Mr. Moses G. Crane "agreed not to en- 
gage directly or indirectly in the busi- 
ness of fire alarm nnd police nlarm ap- 
paiatus in competition with tiie Game 
well company for a period of ten years 
from Oct. «, 1880.” 

This was a portion of a written con- 
tract to which tlie name of Mr. Crane 
was signed as one of the parties. For 
tliis oontract tiie Gamewcll company 
paid the sum of $47,000. Having tnkcii 
the money Mr. Crane deliberately btoke 
the contract, organized the Municipil 
Co., and entered into competition , and 
the court releases him from responsibili- 
ty on tho tcclinic.il point t hat such con- 
tracts are in restraint nt trade aud 
against public policy. Tliis violation of 
a written agreement ai d tho decision of 
the court, Mr. Crane and liis associates, 
(most of whom were fully aware of the 
terms of his agreement witli the Game- 
well Co.) seem to think it well to adver- 
tise ns a great victory; and this is the 
organization which Alderman Ruraery 
and his colleagues of the committee on 
fire depnrtmont have succeeded after tiie 
most persistent efforts in inducing the 
majority of tho present city government 
of Newton to favor with an order for a 
number of fire alarm boxes in preference 
to t he Gamewcll Co. 

Further on you ndd that you are “re- 
quested to state that tho dismissal of tlie 
case of the Municipal Co. hy the U. S. 
district court against the city of I’rovi- 
dcnce was a result of an application by 
tho city authorities to that effect and it 
was complied with by the court, for tlie 
only reason that the Municipal com- 
pany’s agent did not notify the company. 

They knew uotliing of the proceeding 
until they saw it in tfliis paper last 
week.” 

Now tbo facts aro these: 

The Garaewell Co. assumed the de- 
fence of the suit referred to and demand- 
ed that the Aluuicipal Co. file n bond to 
insure payment of costs. More than a 
year elapsed and still the Municipal Co. 
did not furnish tlie required bond. The 
council for the Gamewoll Co. then asked 
(of course in the name of tlie city of 
Providence) that the case he dismissed. 
The Judge of the United States court on 
this petition gave the Municipal Co. 
twenty days, as the record of the court 
shows, to show cause why the petition 
should not be grauted. Messrs. Lang & 
Roberts of Boston, counsel of tlie AIu- 
uicipal Co., sent a letter consenting to 
the dismissal of the case, and it was dis- 
missed with costs against the Municipal 
Co. Every one knows that counsel don’t 
iake such action without the consent of 
their clients. J. W. S.

To Take Waverly Oaks. 

At tho meeting recently held betweeu 
the Waltham Park Commissioners, Com. 
missioaer Richardson and Secretary Car- 
ruth of the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion, the matter of the state taking 
Waverley Oaks was talked over at 
length. 

The purpose of the state board is to 
take 30 acres on which the oaks are lo- 
cated aod the laud in the immediate 
viciuity. 

In addition to these 30 acre?, Mr. At- 
kins and his mother of Belmont have 
offered to give $12,500 to buy IS acres ou 
tho other side of the street from where 
the oaks are, all of which will be a part 
of tho Waverly O iks Pai k. 

It is proposed to keep the grounds iu 
their natural state as much as consistent 
with using them fur park purposes, and 
to take 53 acres in all under tho law of 
eminent domain. The old dam will be 
rebuilt so as to provide a pond for boat- 
ing in the summer and skating in the 
winter. 

Walks will be laid out so far as they 
can be without disturbing the natural 
growth of wood. Of the expense at- 
tendant upon the purchase ot the land 
outside of # the $12,500 given by the A t- 
kins. Boston is to pay one halt, the rest 
to be divided betweeu all the cities aud 
towns in this section that are to be iu 
the least benefited. 

This will include Cambridge. Somer- 
ville, Newton, Wateitown, Belmont, 
Arlington, Waltham, aud several other 
places, and the expense for the purchase 
is to he put in the state tax, payable iu 
30 or 40 years, so Newton’s part of the 
expense will be very light for purchase 
and maintenance. 

There is no doubt that the local board 
will concur with the state board. The 
estimated expense of taking the 30 acres, 
about all of which is in Waltham is $lo,- 
000. Of this sum Boston must pay $5,- 
000,

THE ALDER MANIC CONTEST. 

The two aldernianic contests promise 
to give some interest to the coming city 
election. From Ward Three Aldermau 
Hunt has fairly earned the honor of a 
second term, by faithful performance of 
tiis duty without fear or favor, and by 
the manly nud independent stand he has 
taken throughout the year. There has 
never been any doubt as to whpre he 
stood on any question, and after giving 
his vote ou any matter he has 
never goue about explaining or excusing 
his action, or endeavoring to throw the 
responsibility upon s irae one else, as 
some members of the city council are re- 
ported to have doue. 

If any alder nan has earned the honor 
of a unanimous nomination it is Aider- 
man Hunt, and ha would pr >bably have 
received it but for the pernicious habit 
Ward Three Republicans, or those that 
attend the caucuses, have of drawing a 
narrow partisan hue. Such a practioe 
in municipal matters ought to be em- 
phatically rebuked, aud it will bo if the 
voters understand the matter. 

Although the local political bosses 
have declared in favor of Mr. Wilson, 
that ought to hurt his chances rather 
than help him. Mr. Hunt will have no 
political debts to pay, if elected, aud he 
is not ambitious either for further 
political houors, so that he can afford to 
be perfectly independent. Just why the 
Republican convention made au excep- 
tion of Mr. Hunt, in the general re- 
nomination of all the old members of 
the board of aldermen, could make an 
interesting chapter. Mr. Hunt's defeat 
under all the circumstauces would be a 
discredit to the city, and all good citi- 
zents should unite in his favor. 

J’he fight in Ward One is not of so ex- 
citing' a character, though it is an im- 
portant sne. Rev. Dr. Hamilton is one of 
the strictest sort of Republicans, so that 
no party issue is iDvoived, and lie con- 
sented to take the nomination only after 
much urging and with great reluctance. 
It was represented to him that it was 
the duty of good citizens to help along 
the non-partisan inoveiueut, whose ob- 
ject was to secure the best men fir office, 
and bis riauds believed that they had 
assurauces that the Republicans would 
-endorse his uominatiou. In this they 
were mistaken, to say the least, as the 
Republicans persisted in putting up a 
second candidate in opposition, even 
after their first one had withdrawn. 

This is uot the way to secure the best 
men for city offices, and no one can 
claim that the Republican candidate is 
of higher character, or better fitted for 
olfiee thau Dr. Hamilton. He is one of 
the ablest of the retired clergymeu who 
have made Newton their home, and in 
native shrewdness and keen interest in all 
matters affecting the city, ho is excelled 
by no resident of Newton. Ward One 
would have oue ot t tie best representa- 
tives it ever had in the city couucil, if 
Dr. Hamilton is elected 


THE CITY ELECTION. 

The city election piomises to be a 
phenomenally quiet one. the chief inter 
est centering in the contest from Ward 
Three, where Alderman Hunt is opposed 
by ex- Alderman Wilson. There is also 
a contest in Ward O ie, where Rev. J. W. 
Hamilton, the non partisan candid itc, is 
opposed by J»*v. .1 U. (1 mid. Another 
over me Tiber of the school board from 
Ward Seven, Mr. F. II. Howes standing 
for the non-partisan ticket and Mr. Geo. 
('. Travis representing 'lie Republican 
convention. There are also contests 
over the Common Couucilmen from 
Wards Oue and Two. Mr. Atheitou has 
withdrawn his name as candidate f >1 the 
school board from Waid Four, and the 
other withdrawals have simplified mat- 
t *rs. 

There has beeu so much uii.iuimity 
this year that it is to be reg rutted that 
the few remaining rival candidates did 
not also withdraw and mike the whole 


man wantR to get into lino for the 
mayoralty next, year 

There iiaa been a good deal of fault- 
finding the past, year, but that is to be 
expected, and as some of the greatest 
* kickers” were at the non-partisan con- 
vention and advocated the renomination I 
of all the old members, their fault find- 
ing was evidently more a constitutional 
habit than caused by any real giievanco. 

Another reason for the lack of con- 
tests may possibly be the hard times, 
and the lack of money for campaign ex- 
penses, as in a spirited election a good 
deal of money has to be expended, in 
legitimate ways, of course. 

MUNICIPAL REFORM. 

The good citizens of Boston are mak- 
ing another effort for good local govern- 
ment, ami have imitated the movement 
in Newton by forming the "Municipal 
League,” uuder the inspiration of Mr. 
Samuel B. Capen, whose lecture before 
the Channing Club started the non- 
partisan movement in Newton. The 
organization will include all races aud 
creeds, and it is proposed to have it con- 
sist of 200 members from the religious, 
philanthropic aud civic clubs of Boston, 
and to coufine its activity wholly to 
agitation, discussiou and the fostering 
of the right srrt of municipal public 
sentiment. 

Oue special object of the league will 
be to induce the host citizens to accept 
public office as a public trust. Now it is 
difficult to get the best business men to 
take public office, and it is hoped to per- 
suade such that the public has just as 
much right to call upon them for sacri- 
fice of their private interests as the 
couutry had to call upon its citizens for 
personal fcacrifice in the civil war. By 
putting such men in office, it is hoped to 
keep bad ones out If neither party will 
heed the desire of t Lie best citizens aud 
will uot put up first-rate men, then it is 
proposed to throw the influence of the 
league against both of them, even to the 
extent of putting up candidates of its 
own by way of protest. Some of the 
best citizens of both parties are already 
enlisted iu this movement. The move- 
ment in Newton was begun too hurried- 
ly to amount to much this year, but 
with the example set by Boston and 
othei cities, it is hoped that another 
year will see some well-regulated plan 
adopted, and have a genuine reform 
organization perfected, from which 
those who are working solely for their 
owu personal ends will be shut out, and 
so have the movement command the 
confidence of the best ci izens. 

Onb important work doue by the high- 
way department this year is the putting 
in of drains in low places iu the Nouan- 
tum district, by which it is hoped that 
the health of the district will be im- 
proved. and the prevalence of diphtheria 
aad other like diseases will be abated, if 
not altogether done away with. Au o'd 
resident tells an interesting story of a 
certain portion of the Nonantum dis- 
trict, which he says was in his youug 
days used as a dumping place for the 
refuse from the slaughter houses, once 
maintained there, and which business 
was at that time the most flourishing iu 
Newton. Since then the swamp has 
been filled in and houses built, but as 
might have beeu expected, if the story is 
a true oue, the district is not a particu- 
lar heal'hy one. The drains that have 
been put iu this year have long been 
needed, but have been p istponed from 
year to year, as the residents had not 
that influence with the city council that 
would compel a prompt compliance with 
their request". This year the committee 
has been more influenced by considera- 
tions of what the health of the citizens 
demanded than by the position or in- 
fluence of those asking for improve- 
ments, and consequently Nonantum has 
been attended to. The residents down 
that way naturally have a high apprecia- 
tion of Alderman Bothfeld, the energetic 
chairman of the committee. 


The Cheesecake Brook boulevard was 
completed last week aud is worthy a 
visit front those who wish to see one of 
New, ton’s greatest public improvement . 

It extends from Watertown street to the 
Charles River, and lias changed a wet 
aud swampy district into ary and desir- 
able building land. The bed of the 
brook has beeu deupeued as far as the 
easy flow’ of the water to the Charles 
liver would allow, the banks graded oif, 
and on either side is a line roadway a 
mile iu length. Ou oue side is the truuk 
sewer ti West Neatou, for which a 
right of way had to he piovided. The 
property owners gave the laud aud the 
cost of the impiovemeuL is $10,000, and 
tne increase iu the value of the laud will 
in a very few years more than compen- 
sate for the expense. The improvement 
includes two stoue arched bridges, and a 1 
number of cross drains, and it is iu j 
tended to seed down the banks of the 
brook aud plant trees along it another | 
season. 1 he improvement has trails- | 
formed an ugly district into a very a»- 
tr active spot, and the Highway commit- 
tee uuder Aldermen Bothfeld aud Super- 
intendent Ross have pushed the work 
along iu these dull times, giving employ- 
ment to a large number of men. 


Til Blue is not much need of calling at- 
tention to the impoitance of voting for 
No License in Newton, hh that is suro to 
lie cariiod by a great majority, hut 
voters should not omit to express their 
opinion on this question. List year 0110 
or two procincts had a majority for li- 
cense, and it would not bo pleasant to 
find that carelessness on the part of the 
voters had allowed the license voto to 
increase. 


The number of women who have reg- 
istered for the coming election is 127, 
and there were 20 already on tho 
list, making a total of 150. Precinct 2 of 
W«d 8 has the largest number, 45, Ward 
7 comes next with 20; Ward 1 has tho 
smallest number, 8, and Ward 5 comes 
next with only 10, while Ward 0 has 22, 
nnd Ward 2 has 18.

Alderman From Ward One.

The offence by Dr. Hamilton against 
whom personally not nn objection could be 
raised, and for which offence he must re 
ceive discipline at the hands of some of the 
leaders of his own party, was Ids acceptance 
of the Non-Partisan and Citizens’ nomina- 
tion'. The remark of one who opposed 
him tells the story viz: “The Republicans 
select their own candidates. If the Non- 
l’artisans desired harmony they should 
h »ve held their convention ufier the Re 
publicans and endorsed their Nominees.” 
That Dr. Hamilton should fall to receive 
the nomination of his own party on such 
grouuds, is a cause for regret, and a strong 
argument for non-partisanship in munici- 
pal elections if we expect to secure good 
men iu our city government. 

In justice to Dr. Hamilton I set forth 
these facts and ask all liberal minded citi- 
zens to give him their support at the polls.

One who 1»«nt summer was visiting an 
Indian school on a Montana reservation 
writes: “1 was standing by the front 
door one morning when the superinten- 
dent came down from the postoflice. 
There was a geneial rush by both boys 
and girls to meet him and he was greeted 

with cries of ‘Oh! Mr. It. , are there 

any new papers?’ ‘Did the picture 
papers come?’ ‘Shall we have papers 
for Sunday school tomorrow?’ And a 
geueinl wail of disappointment went up 
when they fouud he had returned empty- 
handed. The next day 1 went all about 
the grounds after Sabbath school and 
found little 'Injuns,* and big ones, too, 
sitting arouud iu corners, on benches 
on the ground in the shade of the 
low buildings, for there are no trees, 
reading old Sunday school papers that 
had been sent to them by some Eastern 
school, and that by these children had 
been read and re-read until they were 
dropping to pieces. And when the 
papers were worn out, the children cut 
out the pictures and made scrapbooks 
for the very wee ones. 

A superintendent of one of the Indian 
schools writes, “To ssv that the periodi- 
cals aie appreciated and thoroughly en- 
joyed and digosted, puts it mildly in- 
deed. They partially till the great need 
of our school. If our friends in tbo 
East could see how eagerly our children 
look forward to our eveniug for reading 
and picture study they certainly would 
send us books, pictuics and papers. 
Every page is used.*’ 

“Our girls are fond of story reading, 
if tue stories are simple aud easily under- 
stood. Writes another, “We need base 
balls,’’ says another, “footballs, games 
for indoors, dissected maps, pictures for 
ornamenting the house, books tor chil- 
dren, Bibles and Testaments to givo to 
the old Indians for their very own.” 

The need of one of these Indian 
schools is the need of all, “As a raau 
thinketh, so is he.” To till the eyes of 
theso Indian children with pictures of 
the triumphs of Christian civilization 
and their minds with the knowledge of 
the outside world aud their hems with 
stories of the sweetnesses of home life 
aud the pursuits and pleasures of white 
childreu is to set between them aud the 
old reservation life, the barriers of in- 
telligent thought and high aspiration. 

And the returned students who have 
followed the white man’s way iu their 
school lives, aud then have been sent 
back to the reservations, poor, half- 
educated and defenceless, to light, 
empty-hauded. a battle that tho whole 
force of the United S'ates has not been 
able to win. In regard to these young 
people the question is not merely, 
“Ought we to help them?” but, “How 
can we desert them?” 

They need strong aud constant evi- 
dences that we have not foi gotten them. 
M’d these evidences are the openings 
into a stronger help to all who want to 
become sett-supporting citizens, an in- 
terest to lead them into work aud 
American opportunities. 

This department of Indian Libraries 
*aud Industries hopes to lil) up well the 
reading rooms of its eighty schools, to 
send reading to the returned Indiau 
students, and to establish reading rooms 
upon every reservation where such a 
tbiug is possible, to bring people who 
are interested iu this work, into com- 
munication with those who need their 
interest-and help, to arouse more inter- 
est in the work bv making a path for the 
forlorn young Indian to the white man’s 
life and oppoituuities.

One good thing about the calling of 
the game was that theie was no wrangle, 
it huviug previously been decided how 
long a lime should he allowed for play.

TEST OK IT It IS ALARM BOXES 

CI1IKF UK At. MAKKS OVK AKDTHK MUNI- 
CIPAL IS PIIONOUNCKO UN* AFK. 

[Ftotn the l.awrorc« Daily Engle, Nov. 15, ISM] 

Chief Beal of the fire depaitmeni last 
evening made s test of tho workings of 
the Municipal and (lame well boxes in 
the presence of tho aldermen and several 
newspaper men. The test was made in 
the chiefs office where (la me well and 
Municipal boxes, nn indicator and a gong 
were placed on the samociicuit. The 
Municipal box tistd was the new and 
improved box f>8, recently placed at tho 
corner of Margin and Medford street. 

The test made was a thorough and im- 
partial one. The (laniewell box, which 
j rang In 141, never failed in its operation, 
and eacli timo “knocked out” the other, 
while the Municipal ran along wi hout 
ringing iu for four minutes each time. 
With crossed wires the Gamewell per- 
formed its service which was not the case 
with the Municipal. Thit indicator, ahn, 
which properly showed tho box, 141, 
wlien rung by the Gamewell became 
mixed up when the 28 of the Municipal 
can e in, and failed to tecord the number 
correctly, the indicator successively 
showing 144, 248 and anything but the 
correct figures. 

The Gamewell box. It was shown, rings 
iu its fourth rout'd and stops, while the 
Municipal, if there is any interference, 
runs along for thirty-seven minutes until 
run down. 

The verdict of the critics was that the 
Gamewell was by far the better box, and 
that it was unsafe to use the Municipal 
in combination with boxes of auother 
make. 

Note— The Municipal box referred to is 
the one that company advertised as their 
very best and highest priced. The boxes 
ordered for Newton are open to all the 
objections shown in the above test, ex- 
cept they will not necessarily run en- 
tirely down if tho circuit remains open 
after pulling. 

It was stated in tho Newton board of 
aldermen that Lawrence had adopted the 
Municipal apparatus. The fact was the 
Mayor of Lawrence, without the consent 
of the chief of the tire depaitment or the 
lire department committee, purchased 
two boxes of tho Municipal Co. and in- 
sisted upon their being put into the 
Gamewell system already in operation in 
Lawrence. The chief objected but they 
were finally put up, and immediately 
thereafter the chief, with the consent of 
the fire department committee, ordered 
another box of the Gamewell Co. The 
contest between the chief and the Mayor 
was then carried to the city council. 
The board of aldermen unanimously and 
the common council by a laige majority 
sustained the chief in his preference for 
the Gamewell apparatus, and the recent 
test referred to iu the report of the 
"Eagle” is full aud satisfactory evidence 
of the correctness of the chief’s posi- 
tion. 


WATERTOWN LADIES INJURED. 


RESULT OF A RUNAWAY AT CHESTNUT 
HILL RESERVOIR. 


A serious runaway accident occurred 
at tho Chestnut Hill reservoir Sunday 
afternoon and Mrs. Sarah Cutler and her 
grauddaughter, Miss Daisy Batcheldor, 
both of Watertown, were thrown from 
their carriage and botli severely injared. 
The accident occurred about 3 o’clock, 
at which hour the roadways about the 
reservoir were crowded with fashionable 
turnouts. Miss Batcheldor was driving, 
and the horse, a spirited animal, started 
off on a brisk trot, and spurred ou by 
the many rapidly pissing vehicles, be- 
came unmanageable and suddenly darted 
for the roadside. The carriage was up- 
set and the occupants thrown out. 

The horse, now thoroughly frigiiteued, 
dashed wildly for his stable iu Waltham, 
hue slipped and fell on Waverly avenue, 
I Newton, aud was captured before lie 
could regain his feet. He w as returned 
to his stable, somewhat cut up, but not 
seriously injured. 

A gentleman, who was passing at the 
time of the accident, stopped his team 
anrl assisted the victims of the runaway 
to the Chestnut Hill pumping station, 
where it was fouud thut Miss Batch- 
eldor’s left arm was broken and she was 
otherwise injured. Mrs. Cutler was bad- 
1 |y bruised aud shaken up, tint no bones 
; were broken. They were sent to their 
! residence in Watertown square, where 
their injuries were attended to. 

The two ladies are probably the most 
prominent and wealthy in Watertown, 
j Miss Batcheldor being one of the leaders 
' of Hie society of the town. lr was but 
! a short time ago, while riding about the 
, White Mountains, that MisH Batcheldor 
i was thrown from her carriage, breaking 
her collar boue.

Mr. Jarri'U's Experience u> ;t Forty-niner. 

“The first time 1 was in Portland,” 
said Theatrical Manager Henry C. Jar- 
r»-tt, “was iu 1811) I came around the 
Horn from Now York as supercargo of 
three ships bound for San Francisco. 
Af ter we had discharged our cargoes 1 
had some little leisure on my hands, 
and I concluded to come to this country 
und take a look at it. I took passage on 
the Sea Gull, one of tho very first 
steamers that ever cutiiu up tho Colum- 
bia river. The blowing of tho whistle 
caused considerable fright among the 
Italians along tin- batiks. I brought up 
from San Francisco a hogshead *>f sugar 
on speculation. When we landed in 
Portland the hogshead fell overboard, 
but was soon fished out. Tin* sugur was 
about 160 pounds heuvier after the acci- 
dent. but I sold it, water and all, for 32 
cents a pound. The sugar cost mu 10 
a pound. 

“I bought a large lot of potatoes here 
by the bushel at a very low price, and 
sold them in Sau Francisco ut$l u pound. 
I also took back witii me four turkevs 
und told a sailor if ho would hitch them 
up with striugs and drive them through 
tho streets of Suit Francisco and sell 
them ho could have 25 per cent of the 
proceeds! lie sold the turkeys for 
apiece to a couple of restaurant keepers, 
who wanted the birds u* uu advertise- 
ment. This was just before Christinas.

.SECRETARY DICKINSON RETIRES. 


RESIGNATION OF TUB VETERAN OF THK 
STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


At a meeting of tbe state board of 
education, held Thursday morning, the 
resignation of the secretary, Hon. John 
W. Dickinson, was received and accepted, 
to take effect Dtc. 31. No reason for 
the action of the secretary, who has 
setved iu that capacity for 17 years, is 
given, but bis age and the extent of ser- 
vice may have led him to resign. 

Mr. D ckiuson entereJ tbe secretary- 
ship of the slate board of education 
thoroughly trained to method in teach- 
ing; this be his enforced iu all the J 7 
yeais of his service. His special wuilc 
iu the teachd's iustitutes li*s been to 
teach the principles of teaching. Begin- 
ning with this, be has insisted upon all 
the instruciion, by wborasoevri given, 
being iq accord wuh these principles. 

It has been bis aim to engraft bis new 
theory of instruction upon the normal 
schools of tbe state. In this be hie 
been to a limited ex eDt successful. He 
has Also exteuded bis influence through 
tbe increase of superintendents of 
schools, especially of the smaller and 
poor towns; this lorce has been Urgely 
increased by giving aid to tbe towns to 
employ supeiiuteudents, a law for which 
was framed by Mr. Dickinson, aud 
carried, flist, with tbe Legislature, aud 
later, thiough tbe secretary and bis 
agents, was made to commend itself to 
tbe people. 

Secretary Dickinson has been devoted 
exclusively to the duties of his office, 
which has been conducted with a view to 
economy in expeudituns and to efficiency 
in tbe depaitment of education.

Hon. Janies F. I!. Hyde. 

The Boston Traveller this week ewe a 
floe picture of Hon. James F. C. Hyde, 
and a sketch of his life, from which we 
make the following extracts: 

One of the oldest, if not the oldest, 
real estate firms in Boston, is that of 
J ones F. C. Hvde. Until recently Mr. 
Hyde has constituted the firm, but r is 
now known as James F. U. Hyde & 
Son. r Fhe senior member of the firm 
•van born in Newton iu 1825. whore ho 
still resides. He is descended from the 
fifth settler in Newton. 

His father was a nurseryman, and 
.lames F. C. t illowed th it business for a 
lew years, aud in 1843 began the real

estate, ruction and insurance business 
iu Newton, later coming to Boston aud 
doing business in the old Scollay square 
building, now leraoved; 3 Court square, 

19 Milk, and .hence to his present iiura- 
oe. 31 Milk street. 

Mr. Hyde was selectman of Newton, 
at 27 yeais of age, for sixteen years one 
ot the youngest selectmen Newton has 
over had, aud was moderator at most of 
ibe meeting* for twenty years. He was 
for a number of years a member of the 
school committee. 

At the time New on wa* changed to a 
city Mr. Hvde was one of the foremost 
promoters, aud was first mayor, receiv- 
ing all hut twelve vote* cast, and was re- 
elected to the same office, tecoiving all 
but eighteen vote*. He was the recipi- 
f a very large petition from the 
citizens, emoracing more tbau halt its 
wealth, asking him to run for another 
year, hut he declined. 

lo addition to beiug a real estate bro- 
ker Mr. Hyde is the oldest but one of Hie 
directors of the John Hancock Lite in 
suranoe Company of Boston, and is also 
a director in the Quincy Mutual Fire in- 
surance Company. He has been a diiec- 
tor in the Fill aud Newton National 
Banks, and i* now president ot the New- 
toiiSivmgs B u. k. a prosperous institu- 
tion chattered in 1631. 

When the Newton Cemetery Corpora- 
tion was formed vlr. Hyde was one of 
the trustees. He still holds the position, 
heni" tho oldest trustee of tho corpoia 

tion. To Mr. Hyde belongs the credit WO(M 

of organizing the Coiigregational ohuich i |. CVlilu fi 2 

at Newton Highlands, about twenty years _ __ 

ago, and since that time lie has been 
deacon in the church. 

For a mui of liis age, Mr. Hyde shows 
gieat vitality, running a farm aud rus 
iug bay and fruit for in.iket, and iu iuy 
other things for his owu enj .yraeut. 

He is a devoted lover of agriculture, ami 
lias been promiueut in agiiuulturul cir- 
cles, having served six years on the 
.Slate 11 »ard of Agiieulturo appointed 
by the governor, I. is two ass iciites oemg 
the late Prof. Agassiz and Colonel M. P. 

Wilder, the eminent pomologisl, aud 
was for four years president of the 
M i-sact.usel.s llo.ticuluii al S iciuty. 

I . 1 s.*> 0 , at the age of thirty three, Mr. 

Hyde served iu the L**gisla' tire, and was 
re-elected iu 1800. In 1857 he lepre- 
s. uted the Boston Drily Traveller as its 
legislative reporter, and his reports of 
t »o doings of tha body during that sus- 
hi m me well known to the older citiz ns 
of Boston. 

During the earlier yea ft of the war 
Mr. Hyde iu ounuectiou with the laie 
Thomas Rice, raised most of the quota 
of men going fr »ui New 1 m. For six 
years he was the trial justice of Newton, 
tnd has been a justice of the peace stuco 
1855. 

For many years Mr. Hyde has been 
promiueut iu village impi "V.-ment work 
throughout the state, and lias entered 


quite actively into politic* in past years. 
Tne Boston aud also tho Newton Congre- 
gational clubs can claim Mr. Hyde as one 
of their first ex-presidents, and the Cot- 
giegatioualist one ot its ex-editors. He 
w is agricultural editor of the Cougrega- 
tioualist for some years. 

As a contributor to the various jour- 
nals Mr. nyde has made himself quite 
promiueut, aud his ready peu has dis- 
cussed pro aud con many iuteri sliug 
subjects. The Circuit railroad connect- 
ing nearly all the Newtons, was carried 
; through by him after five yeais of patient 
labor at a time wbeu success was un- 
certain. 

A glance at his portrait shows a man 
hale and vigorous, aud notwithstanding 
his many years of life, he is to ho iouuu 
at Ins office every day attending to the 
vaiied interests of his clients. 

Probably few if any in Boston have 
seen greater changes in the real estate 
business or have seen so many years ot 
continuous service iu this line ol busi- 
ness a* Mr Hyde, aud in a pleasant in- 
terview with the writer lie stated that he 
hoped to see many more years, wishing 
to keep the harness on to the last, and 
thus round out a very busy' and useful 
life. 

I ho son, who now constitutes the firm 
with his father, is Elliott J Hyde, one 
of Boston’* brilliant young men. L>ko 
Ins father he has suown a decided taste 
for rbe ie.il estate business, and every 
day marks a bright tin ure in the career 
ol this young mat). Ho is genial aud al 
way* ready to give out news when it will 
not prove deti imeutal lo the turn's in- 
terests.

(Spnngflold Republican.) 

Treasurer George F. Hall of the No- 
nantum worsted company at Newton liaa 
issued to the 800 operatives of the 
“a s ilomn and sail warning” that if ti e 
Wilson tariff is enacted they must pre- 
pare to accept a m itnrial reduction of 
wages. Ho appeals to them to protest 
to Congress against tlie passage of the 
bill. 

Bolder in the manifestation of tho 
same spirit, the Miller Bros, cutlery 
company at Meriden, Ct., not only warns 
employes of a reduction of from 40 to 50 
percent, in their wages if tlie bill pass- 
es but of a little pre itninary taste of the 
medicitio to the extent of 25 per cent, 
whether the bill passes or not. This is 
exhibiting certainly an extraordinary 
eagerness and haste to catch hold of tlie 
worst possible effects of the pending 
measure— so far as they may touch the 
employe. 

Now, neither Treasurer Hall nor the 
managers of this cutlery company know 
whether the proposed tariff rates will 
compel a reducti >n of wages or not. 
They are proceeding wholly upon as- 
sumptions, whoso truth is not yet 
determined, and eauuot bo determined 
until tho new rates have been tried. 

Mr. Hall talks about wages being 100 
and more per cent, higher in American 
than in European woolen mills. But 
what about the relative cost of produc- 
tion? Wages are vastly higher in Ameri- 
can thau in European iron mills, but 
some American mills are t • day produc 
iog the best pig-iron at a lower price, 
than the poorest English iron sells for in 
the London market. How is it done, 
with wa es so much agaii st the Amerl 
can? Oar boot aud shoo operatives gel 
much higher wages than their foreign 
competitors. Bat the American shoe is 
to-day underselling the English to a con- 
siderable extent in the lattei's own mar- 
ket. II iw is it possible? Wtiy does this 
Mr. Hall ignore so important a part of 
i he problem? Is tho bunt for an excuse 
to reduce wages so eager with him that 
he has overlooked it? 

But there is a worse side to these 
palpable attempts to turn tbe woolen 
and cutlery mills to tbe manufacture of 
politic li opiuion. Mr. Ilall Bays iu bis 
circular: 

Tbe manufacturers of the country be- 
foietbe election warned all wage-earners 
of the dangers ami evil const quences of 
a reduction of tarff, or threatened free 
trade. Thousands have realized the 
past few months tbe sincerity aud truth 
of our piedicttons. 

And to the 800 operatives to whom tbe 
circular is addressed be adds:— 

And to the many hundreds that are 
dependent on you for their daily bread 
and support, which not only includes 
your families, but the storekeepers, tluir 
emploves, and m-iny others; iu effect, 
the whole community. 

The whole community of Newton thus 
appears to be dependent for its liveli- 
hood upon Mr. Hall aud the other man- 
agers of this worsted mill. Aud Mr. 
ilall sets himself up iu the first quoted 
patngruph as tho one man in the place 
whose political views cannot be ignored 
except at the cost of the wellare of the 
whole town. He accoidingly begius to 
make his “predictions” good before the 
subject of them has had a chance to 
demonstrate their truth nr falsity. 

We speak of the freedom of our insti- 
tutions. But there is rarely to bo found 
in ciio world an absolutism more pene- 
trating and powerful than this petty 
despotism over politic «1 thought and 
action, under which Mr. II ill would 
have us believe tlie people of Newton 
live. If our factory system is thus on 
the wav to setting up in this country tbe 
feudal Rtate of medieval times, we can- 
not begin too soou to give ear to tho 
teachings of those who would overthrow 
the existing industrial order. The un- 
wisdom of such t ilk as the above will 
not escape popular attention.

Ward Three will send two new men in 
Messrs. Bullard and Hatfield, who re 
ceived t he votes of all parties, and Ward 
Si* and Seven return their present 
member*, which probably insures the 
re-election of Mr Weed as President of 
the Council for another year, 


A NON-PARTISAN VICTORY. 


It was a decided victory for the non 
partisan movement, ns every candidate 
on the general ticket waseleoted by ltrze 
maj trities, which proves that the move 
me nt has the cordial end moment of the 
bos* citizens, and ifmmaged rightly it 
will have a most beneficial iufiuecceoo 
coming elections, The aim of tbe move- 
ment is to secure the best moo for city 
offi ip. and one way to do this is to show 
that a nomination is equivalent to an 
election, and that a candidate will not 
have to incur all sorts of personal abuse 
and misrepresentation 

The non-partisan campaign was wisely 
managed, there was no abuse of oppos- 
ing candidates, no excited talk about “A 
Lie N iled” and other suoh cheap and 
nasty campaigning, .hut they trusted to 
the merits of their candid Hos and a just 
and fair pieseutation of their cause, and 
in this resoect their cimpaign was in 
marked contrast to that of the Repub- 
licans. as represented in the little sheet 
that they bad for an orgau, and which 
evidently did them more harm than 
good. The two Newton papers both 
suppoited the non partisan movement, 
which of course made its success cer- 
tain. 

In >Vard One Rev. Dr. Hamilton, the 
non-pai tisan candidate, had a majority 
of 522 votes, and bis success is very 
’ gratifying, m tbe light of all tbe circum- 
stances attending bts nomination. There 
was no reason why the Republicans 
should not have endorsed him, as he is 
an at dent Republican, uuless they pre- 
fer to put up a candidate just for tbe 
sake of seeing bim defeated, whioh can 
not be very pleasing for the candidate. 

Rut the gieat c intest was over tbe 
alderman from Ward Three, tbe nou- 
partisai s reuominating Alderman Hunt, 
who has been one of the best men on the 
board, tbe present year, but whom the 
Republicans of Ward Three refused to 
take b> cause be was a Democrat, and 
put up ex Alderro iu Wilson. Mr. Wil- 
son also secured the nominatlou of the 
Independent Citizens convention, over 
which Mr. W. H. Maguo presided, but 
oven this did uot save hi 11, as his own 
war ' gave a majority of 158 fur Alderman 
Hunt, and eveiy other ward iu tbe ciry 
also gave a majority for Mr. Hunt, the 
total reselling 84:) for the whole city. 
The rariu coutist in the election was 
considered to be over this office, and it is 
rumored that a good deal of mouey was 
spent by the Republicans, but if so it 
was evidently thrown away. Ward Six, 
which the Republicans always count 
upon as sure to vote nlmoftt Unanimous- 
ly fur anything hearing the Republican 
label, gave a m.ij rity of 132 for Mr. 
Hunt, but Ward Six never has believed 
in carrying party politics into oity elec- 
tions. and its representatives in the City 
Council are as often Democrats as 
Kepublicana. Possibly, Mr. Ilarbacb'a 
friends iu Ward Six may have also had 
something to do with Mr. Wilson's small 
vote there. 

The only contest over membesa of the 
school board was for the candid *te from 
Ward Seven, ami nere the non partisan 
candidate, Mr. F. II. Howes, was suc- 
cessful. This was the most remarkable 
test of the strength of the nou-partisau 
movement, as both candidates were 
good men, and Mr. Ttavis was well 
known on the board before, while Mr. 
Howes is a new mau und not very well 
knowu outside of his own ward. 

If the non-partisan movement is wisely 
managed it has a brilliant future before 
it, as the people of Newton do uot be- 
lieve in carrying party politics into city 
affdra, and have always shown a dis- 
position to support any genuine not 
pailisaii movement. 


THE COMMON COUNCIL. 

The returns from the Common Coun- 
cil are as usual very much mixed as re- 
gard parties, 1 »c»l influence having more 
weight usuilly than any considerations 
as to the source from which the nomina- 
tion comes. 

There wi re contests inWards 1.2,4 
and 6. Ward One elects both of tbe uon- 
partisan candidates, Messrs, llriston and 
Wing, the forming being a member of 
tbs present board. In Ward Two, 
Council man Greeu is re-elected and 
Messrs, fcivage and Crauitoh are tied, 
which will necessitate a recount and 
possibly u new election. 

In Ward Four, Councilmsu Knapp is 
re-elected, and Waban gains a repriseu 
taiive iu Mr. K. A. Childs. Ward live 


Consider All i.k discussion Iirr been 
caused by the fact that there wero no 
ballots on hand for some time after the 
opening of the polls. Whose fiult it was 
is not yet quite clear, but the ballots aro 
supposed to he in the custody of the city 
oleik until given up on election day 
morning. They were locked up in the 
safe, but. the city messenger, who gives 
out the boxes to the police, auppos d 
that they had been put in the boxes. 
Tliero is a good deal of feeling among 
some of the defeated candidates, 
who lost an election by only a few votes, 
as they say that more than enough of 
their Irieuds wero kept from voting by 
the uon-arrival of the ballots, to have 
elected them, and some citizens oven go 
so far as to say that tho delay unval.dat- 
el the election, especially in cases where 
there was only a narrow margin, but 
probably both sides wore equally affected. 
Ir is the first time such delay has ever 
happened in Nowtou. iu the eight years 
that the practice has beeu followed. 
The City Messenger says his instructions 
were explicit ami that ho followed them 
exactly, and tbe result will probably be 
that iu future elections the city clerk 
will bo required to be ou hand in person, 
and attend to the sendiug out of the 
ballots, as is said to ho the case iu other 
cities, tbe law making it the dutv of the 
city clerk to attend to such matters. 


Nkwton as usual gave a large m ljority 
for uo license, but Waltham has chuuged 
back to license again, and the Newton 
street railway will find its patronage 
during the evening largely increased. 
Tbe chief argument made iu Waltham 
was that in these hard tiroes, that city 
ueeded all tbe revenue it could get, and 
the sale of liceuses was a large source of 
revenue for the city, besides briugiDg 
outride patronage to Waltham saloon 
keepers. It is a sorry argument for a 
prosperous city. 


The daring theft of two overcoats and 
an umbrella from the choir room of 
Chancing church, ou Sunday last, during 
tbe morning service, indicates the necessi* 
ty of especial vigilance iu the care aud 
oversight of coat rooms aud dressing 
rooms, at all places of public meeting. 
Newtou has been remarkably free from 
raids of sneak thieves in years past, but 
the well filled coat and dressing rooms at 
the churches, aud other places of gather- 
ing here, offer an inviting field for their 
labors, that may notlouger he overlooked 
by them.

The aunual exhibition oi water colors 
by Mr. \V. L. Chaloner of Newtonville is 
now beiug held iu Spriugfirid aud the 
Rcpublicau of that city says: 

A choice selection of the beautiful 
water colors of Writer L. Chaloner of 
Dostou Agaiu occupies Rude's art room, 
uuiior the management oi Mrs. Chalonei, 
who has just closed a similar exhibition 
iu Hartford, with that large measure ot 
success which the merit oi the pictures 
aud the ability of the agent both deserve. 
These aro masterly aquarelles of meadow 
aud forest, maisb aud shore; Mr. 
Chaloner knows well his medium of t-x- 
piession, aud few prouuce so much ot 
the subtle charm of Natuic. There ar. 
about fifty pictuies here, including some 
tuat are uot on tbe catalog; they range 
in subject as we have indicated, aud in 
regtou from Cape Ann to liaiper'^ Ferry 
and tbe Thousand Islands of the t>i. 
Lawreuce. There aie several of tbe 
apple-blossom season; one, ‘ Iu Fair 
May-lime,” is lovely in its junction ot 
two placid meadow sti earns, the bright, 
soft grass of spring beneath the apple 
trees, and the lender greens of tho young 
tieeo, against whose background the 
roseate bloom appears. The reflection 
ot the delicate color iu the water is to be 
noted. A full-blossomed orchard, 
through which u road leads over a hill, 
is delicious, aud is called •’Great Expec- 
tations.” The full summer is repre- 
sented in “Shadow and Shine," an "up 
right,” iu wnich a wood road is depicted; 
and another summer landscape reposes 
about tbe base oi the tower which Prof, 
i lots lord erected to mark the site (as 
he holds) of Noiumbega, where the 
Norsemen had their trading post; another 
view of me same tower, seen from over 
the quiet waters of the Charles, renders 
phase ot auiumu beauii ully. The 
couutry owes something to Prof. Hors- 
lord lor thin pictuiesque ul- -Word object 
iu the N*-w England Ludsoape. “Twiight 
ou Waltham Meadows" is a winter pic- 
ture, uncommonly strong in its treatment 
of the foreground auu middle distance, 
with the shadowed hills using beyond, 
and an exquisite orange light just running 
la- laitbcst bight. Pei haps the in m* 
delicate in charm of these picluies is 
another winter piece called “A Heavy 
biiOA Fall,” with its magic of ibe laden 
trees and shrubs. “A Lturtl Thicket” 
is another noteworthy reseu utioii ot 
wintiy beauty, especially iu its luiihtr 


inlook beneith tho troop. Extromoly 
rich imt strong are tho autumnal colors, 
as “In the S’atnllsh Woods,” where one 
looks b ’iieatli and bemud tiro pino trees 
of the foreground to the gl »wiog c riots 
of tho deciduous woods, over the d 
brown of tho pine noodles, redden* da 
lit lo by the Mght of tho hour. “Oak 
O. wirings, ” “Woods of Lmio” and 
tho Middlesex Fells” aro other rxcePent. 
airumn scenes, and s » is “Remembered 
Song*,” whose kev Is struck by a pretty 
stanza written by Richard Burton of 
Hartford.

The Newton city goverammit hold a 
roculir session Tuesday evening at tho 
City Hull, West Newton. 

Tho mayor presided at the meeting of 
the aldermen and every member was 
present. Tho business of the session 
was taken hold of wi di m >ro thau the 
usual Best at this timo of year, and 
matters were not conveniently shelved 
for the consideration of the “next city 
government” as is invariably the case in 
the last few meetiues of a retiring board. 
The value to the city of the re-rL’Ction of 
the present boat d for next year, as an out- 
come of the non-pat tisan movement, is 
shown right hero where important busi- 
ness of the city is earned energetically 
forward through these last meetings of 
the present year. 

The reading or the records was dis- 
pensed with by Alderman Thompson’s 
motion and the mayor submitted these 
appointments for the police force whioh 
were promptly confirmed by the board 
Setb C. Johnson, Hiram B. Hartford. 
Chailes Tapply, James J. Mullen. 
These n en had served the probationary 
period of six months as special patrol- 
men. 

SUPERINTENDENT OF BtULtHNOS. 

The mayor appointed George* H. Elder 
of 23 Davis street, West Newton, to be 
superintend' nt and inspector of build- 
ings. The appointment received con- 
firmation by the board. 

The application of Charles DioVens 
for license as auctioneer was granted. 

A communication was reoeived from 
H. P. Dearborn of Ward Two and seveu 
others, requesting a recount of the vote 
in that ward for councilman. A similar 
commumca i »q was r*ceived from L. E. 
Watson and nine other voter*. 

Aldeiraan Rumery moved that the re- 
quests he grauu-d and that the recount 
take place later in the evening, 

A communication was received from 
the trustees of the Ne vtou Free Library, 
embodying their report with relation to 
the acceptance of the Athenaeum at West 
Ne*t«>u which was offered as a gift to 
the city, providing it w*s conducted as a 
branch institution. The matter of 
branch libraries had received thorough 
consideration by the board heretofore, 
and it whs then deci led that brauch 
libraiies could not be conducted nu an 
economic and satisfactory b isis, aud that 
Newton in paiticular was not adapted to 
a successful departure in this direction. 
A central library was best. The matter 
of reading an reference rooms was dif- 
ferent and the committee believed it a 
wise policy to establish these wherever 
practictble. If the offer of the Athei mum 
proprietors could be thus modified the 
douatiou would be gladly accepted. The 
sum of $2500 would be necessary for 
compiling, shriving and cataloging the 
Athenaeum hooks if accepted. 

The ren rt bore the signatures of J. It. 
Lecson, J. L. Clark and G. M. Weed. 

Aldeiman Bothfeld moved that the re- 
commendation of the trustees he ac- 
cepted aud a favorable vote whs tHken. 

I The report of the commissioners an- 
pointed under the order of D«c. 12, 1892. 
4 ‘io consider and report to the city coun- 
cil previous to Jao. ], 1894. as to a system 
of boulevards” submitted their repoits 
which was read before the board by tho 
clerk. The report is signed by cmntnis- 
siouers Edward B. Haskell, Joseph K. 
Leeson, and Edward \V. Converse. 

TUB BOULEVARD R El 'OUT. 

The report presents an exhaustive 
scheme of municipal improvement, and 
proposes a complete system of boule- 
vaids, providing wide highways and 
means of rapid transit. 

The widening of the main tborough- 
7ares between the various villages is 
recommended, and it iB proposed that 
the boulevards he so arranged that they 
will follow the watercourses of the city 
and connect the different nark systems. 

The total cost ot the system as laid out 
will be several millions, hut tho expense 
will he distributed over a Dumber of 
years, and so will not seriously affect the 
city's finances. 

In their teport the commissioners also 
say: ‘'Impiovements can undoubtedly 
be made at less expense now thau at any 
time in the future. 

“We have endeavored to regard the 
rigiits of individuals as well as the con- 
venience of he public. 

4, Ic seemed desirable to complete the 
central boulevard, already partially con- 
structed, as far as the Weston Hue, by 
tlie most direct line possible. The point 
selected for its termination is tho centro 
of the recent imorovamonts on the Wes- 
ton side of the river. 

“To accommodate travel from Auburn- 
dale square to the river the commission 
rec 011 mends the widening of Ash street 
to HO feet and the construction of a new 
stteet laid out as a botilevatd over laud of 
the Kowle ertate, making direct cornice- 
t i «»i« with the Aubui ndiilo park. 

"The widenii g of Wasln gtoti street is 
: mpei atively demanded, on the ground 
of publij safety. On nearly tho wh ile 
length of the street elcclric cars are in 
■ ipi-ration, and pleasure driving is attend- 
ed by great danger. Tho business traffic 
of the city is almost entirely over this 
thoroughfare. 

“Tlo* committee reoogoly/'s that tho 
expense of widening this xtioet into a 
tiootevaid is too great to make it a possi- 
bility, and, therefore, only recommends 
Hitch widening as will make the street 
reasonably safe fort it vi 1 — the widening 
of the street to a width of 70 feet from 
the Wellesley line at L *wer Kails to Bea- 
con street, and from Be icoti street to (he 
propose intersection of Ehlridge strait 
at Newton, to a width ol 75 feet. The 
widening of Kldridge, 1'ark, Kirn wood 
and Tremont sir* ets to a uniform width 
of 75 feet is also recommended. 

'I lie commission also recommends that 
Walnut stteet he w idened to from 70 to 
HO feel tli i one bout PH entire length, aud 
that Beacon strict, from (lie Boston line 
to Wellesley, be wide tied to a Uliifoiin 
whl'li of 75 f«r 1. 

Tlo- con (iiiM-iun considers it iimtraotlo* 
able to widen Centre sheet from Newton 
to Newton Centre to allow for rapid 
(transit bet ween those villages, and recorn- 
mends the ad-ip'i • u of a route for sheet 
rail ways over either Wsverly avenue or 
Park, f’ottoii, private lends and the new 
*'«nhal In tib vaid. It sidents north of 
Hargent street oppose the Waverly 
Avenue r ir -. The route whioh seems 
most feasible, however, is to estend Kl- 
drttlge street to a Junction with Wash- 


ington street, widen it to a uniform 
width, and continue via Hyde avenue and 
P u k avenue to tho central boulevard and 
No vton Centre. 

In regard to future plans for the ex- 
tension of rapid transit to other portions 
of the city, the commissioners recom 
mend that no more streot railway frail 
chiscs ho granted without making pro 
vision for the future widening of tho 
streets on which they are granted. 

Tho commission recommends ex-City 
Engineer Noyes’ nlati for the utilixition 
of the natural water ways of tho city for 
water pat ks, and recommonds that boule- 
vards be laid out along all the brooks in 
the city, as has already boon done along 
tho line of the Cheesecake and Cabot 
brooks. 

One of the most attractive plans for 
the improvement of the city which is 
recommended by tho commission is the 
construction of a driveway along the 
hanks of the Charles river, along three 
boundaries of the city, in connection with 
similar driveways to ho constructed by 
other muuiotpalftie* from Boston to Ded- 
ham. The commission recommends that 
the city cordially co-operate with the 
Metropolitan park commission iu the 
construction of this driveway. 

Accompanying this report is the draft 
of an act to be asked of the next Legis- 
lature. The act authorizes the establish- 
ment of a park and drainage commis- 
sion for the city, to ho appointed by the 
mayor. 

This commission is to serve fir three 
years, unless its work is completed soon- 
er. It shall have the general supervision 
of the laying out of streets and patk- 
ways,HDn is empowered to employ assist- 
ance. It is also to have the c*re of all 
natural water courses, and control their 
use and improvement. l*.a duties are 
similar in perspective to the board of 
survey of Boston. To prepare plans of 
watercourses and for the laying out of 
streets and boulevards in uudeveloped 
portions of the city. 

A summary of the proposed improve- 
ments is as follows: 

1 To extend the new boulevard from 
Wislungton street by a single roadway 
of 80 teet to Auburn street by oue of 
two plaus. 

2. To make an outlet from tho boule- 
vard to the Charles river by widening 
Ash street, and making a uew street 
from,Ash, at Bourne street to the river, 
and thence to a junction with Auburn 
street, near Weston bridge. 

3. To widen Auburn street from 
Washington street to the bridge over the 
railrooi to at least 50 feet. 

4. To widen Washington street from 
the Wellesley line at Lower Falls to 
Beacon street to 70 feet, where practic- 
able; from Beacon street to a proposed 
extension of Eldtidge street; to make 
the proposed extension yf Eidrtdge 
street; to widen Elmwood, P«rk and 
Tremont street to the Boston line to 75 
feet, 

6. To widen Walnut street from the 
railroad crossing to the High school 
building to 70 feet: thence to Griffin 
avpmie. to 80 feet;theuce to Centre street 
to 70 feet. 

0 Two plans suggested in case rapid 
transit is granted from Newton to New- 
ton Centre.

Alderman Rttroerv Dte-eu’ed au order 
"that the joint standing committee on 
highways be and is hereby authorized to 
continue the construction of the new 
street or way known as the Newton 
boulevard between Centre aud Valeutiue 
Street-*.” * • • 

Entirely subsequent to any notion of 
the highway committee or of this hoard 
ou the iayiug out of the boulevard, I, 
with some of my neighbors ami friends, 
became interested and subsi quentl.v, au 
owner, in a tract of land oouiignou-t to 
that portion of the boulevard for which 
this loan is asked. 

Fully oonscious that this Braall interest 
would not prejuuite any puhlio aoriou 
or vole of mine, 1 am equilly positive 
that no one in a putdtc |msi ion should 
be open to ev»-u a suspicion that private 
interest actuates him, and I request that 
I may be excised troin voting. 

The order was p tssed with six yeas, 
Alderman B-dhteid being excused. 

Au older authorizing the issue of o-*r- 
tificates ot indebtedness of $1000 eaob not 
to exceed $100,000 tor boulevard construc- 
tion was passed, Alderman Bothfeld 
being excused. 

IVUAT THEY FOUND. 

Alderman Emerson prosen'edao order 
to approp>iite the sum ol $3000 for these 
purposes: $1500 for puhlio property, 
$500 for elections, $500 for registration, 
$500 tor printing. 

The first item was sufficient to stirt 
the ball for Nawtou’s public property 
committee is forever gettiug into hot 
water. 

Alderman Thompson was asl ed to ex- 
plain and did so. Small matter* for re 
pairs, etc., had cnntiuuilly cropped un 
during tiie year which had to be a tended 
to. Among these was one amount of 
$400 tor plumbing at the High school,

Aldeimuu Plummer believed there was 
something radically wrong where so 
many old hills could come to light.

Tho regul *r appro- 
priation was used as directed, but these 
repairs were unforeseen hut none the 
less necessary and h id to he done. Tho 
old hills tho cornmhtee had not approved 
as they knew nothing about them. 

Alderman It dTe reuliz d the import- 
ance of repairs and said $2000 could 
wisely be expended iu just this way 
now.

Treasurer Hall’s Circular. 

Tothn Editor of the graphic: 

I see that Treasuier Hall’s circular is 
receiving a good deal of dRcusaion and 
it is said that he is receiving many con- 
gratulations from other beneficiaries of 
the AIcKinley tariff, for the brave fight 
he is making for the large profits guar- 
anteed by that bill. An tho Nonantum 
Worsted Company’s profits are reported 
to have been in tho neighborhood of a 
hundred thousand dollars, the past year, 
it is no wonder that they are making a 
strong fight against any reduction of the 
tariff. The sum may be exaggerated, 
but if it was half the Urge sum named, 
it is evident that the tariff is purely a 
business matter with them. 

We are told by high protection orators 
that the tariff is solely for the benefit 
of the American working man, and one 
would naturally expect to find the em- 
ployes of the Nonantum company among 
those happy specimens described by the 
campaign orators, whero each man owns 
his own house, has brussels carpets on 
every floor, a piano in the parlor, aud 
where the ohildren are all sent to col- 
lege. 

But an investigation into the condition 
of thlngB in Nonantum dispels this 
beautiful picture. The majority of the 
employes are said to be of foreign birth, 
including a large number of French 
Canadians and Armenians who can not 
read or write, at least in English, and 
outside of < he foremen the wages o the 
men are said to average less than two 
dollars a day, and of the women and 
ohildren, who comprise a majority of the 
bands employed, the average day wages 
are said to be something like 90 cents a 
day or less. 

1* ililioal orators of tho high tariff 
variety and nowspap -rs of the same ilk, 
claim that the tariff is solely for ihe 
benefit of the American working man, 
hut if the McKinley bill can do no better 
than this tor the working people why 
should consumers pay such high prices 
for woolen yams in order that a corpora- 
tion should make such immense profits. 

Of course every one knows that the 
wages in woolen mills are the lowest of 
auy factories in the country, and that 
they are not a favorable example of the 
benefits of a high tariff, which proves 
that the altitude of a* tariff has very 
little to do with the rate of wages. 

By the Wilson bill woolen yarns will 
have 40 percent protection, which will 
probably much more than offset the 
difference in wages between this country 
and Great Britain, os that there would 
seem to lie no necessity of the woolen 
mills cutting down wages, on that ac- 
count. Of courso they can not expect to 
make such immense profits as under the 
McKinley bill, and as the price of 
woolen yarns would have to come down, 
there would be some sixty millions of 
people beuefitted, at the expense of a 
few hundred stockholders. The greatest 
good of the greatest number ought to be 
the motto of our government.

Death of Key. Dr. McKeown. 

Rev. Androw McKeown, D. D., former- 
ly pastor of tho Newton Methodist 
church, died quite suddeuly at the home 
of his son in-law, Lewis B. Porter, of 
Mt. Auburn street, Watertowu, Monday, 
of Bright’s disease. He had been con- 
tinod to his bed only a few days, al- 
though be had not been iu perfeot health 
for some time. 

Decoased was one of the most elo- 
quent, able aud reuowued Methodist 
preachers iu this viciuity. He was born 
in Nioteaux, N. S. When a young man, 
Mr. McKsown came to Boston with just 
$1 iu bis pocket. He was bent upon 
siudyiug for tho ministry, and to gain a 
livelihood became a bookseller. Later 
he taught school in Hull and Coliasset. 
He entered Wilbrabam College, teaching 
aud working nt night to earn sufficient 
to put him through college. He was or- 
darned when 28 years of age, and his 
first charge was at New Bedford, where 
ho first met Mi*s Velina B. Pease of 
Edgaitown, who became bis wifeiu 1853. 

He has preached iu almost every 
Moihodist pulpit iu this vicinity and has 
filled nearly every important charge con- 
nected with the New England conference 
among which were New Bedford, North 
BridgeWAter, Pawtucket, Hoxbury, 
Springfiel i, Worcester, Cambridge, East 
Boston, Lynn, Auburudale, Charlestown 
and Newton. His most important call 
was to the largest Methodist church iu 
Poitlaud where he remained the allotted 
lijno ot three years. 

His last charge was over the Methodist 
church in EglC'tou square, Boston, 
which be resigned list April, owing to 
ill health. Since that time he has been 
living with bis daughter in Watertown. 
He was devoted to the ministry for 
forty-two years. 

Tho funeral services took place from 
the first Methodist church, Newton, 
Wednesday afternoon at 1:30. 

The services were very largely attend- 
ed, not only by the relatives and friends 
of the deceased and his former parishion- 
ers in Newtou, but also by delegations 
representing churches iu East and South 
Boston over which he had formerly been 
placed and by a number of the promi- 
nent clergymen of the diocese. 

The servioe was conducted by Rev. 
Dillon Bronson of the Methodist church, 
and inusij was furuisbed by the choir of 
the church. 

In a few brief words the preacher 
■poke of the long life of the deceased 
aud of bis life long consecration to the 
work of the ohurch. lie paid a tribute 
to the eloquence of the dead preacher, 
and to the success of his pastoral work. 

The interment was in the family lot iu 
the Newton cemetery.

THE BOULEVARD COMMISSION. 


The report of the boulevard commis- 
sion was presented to the otty council on 
Tuesday evening, and gives a comprehen- 
sive plan of public improvements for 
Newton, carefully arranged aud system 
at’zed, so that all the boulevards will 
have some sort of connection, instead of 
being isolated and independent street im- 
provements, scattered about the city 
without any regard to system. 

The Newton boulevard makes an ad- 
mirable beginning of the work, from its 
central location, and its extension from 
one end of the city to the other, and this 
will probably be the first improvement to 
be carried through, as it is one of the 
most important. 

Newton’s streets have boen laid out for 
so many yeais wthout any regard to 
necessity or convenieuce, but just as the 
personal interest or fanoy of abuttors 
dictated, that it is a wonder that they 
accommodate the public as well as they 
do. But it is certainly high time that a 
change was made, and the laying out and 
widening of streets put in oharge of a 
competent commits on, as the boulevard 
commission recommends, who will see 
that the rich: steps are taken, and that 
such improvements as are made shall be 
part of the general plan. 

After the completion of the Central 
Boulevard, the commission recommends 
the widening of Washington etreet from 
Lower Falls, to the proposed extension 
of Eldridge street, but on account of a 
gre »t part of the street being next to the 
railroad, they do not think it will pay to 
go to the expeuse of widening it to the 
extent of m »re than 15 feet, whioh will 
•make it reasonably safe for travel. This 
is the most important work now before 
the city, as such au improvement is im- 
peratively demanded foi the safety of the 
public, and it should be oue of the fi.st 
to be begun. 

The commission calls attention to the 
fact thst granting a street railway com- 
pany a franchise on any of the narrow 
streets of Newton at ouce makes their 
Jteing widened a necessity, and recom- 
meuds that hereafter the wideuiug shall 
come before the street railway. It would 
seem only fair also that the street rail- 
way companies should be made to bear 
some of the expense, as besides the ex 
pense entailed by the widening, the pres- 
enoe of the rails in the street addB many 
thousand dollars to the cost of keeping 
them iu condition, as has beon proved in 
the case of Washington aud Walnut 
streets the past year. 

Other improvements rejommeuded by 
the commission are the widening of 
"Walnut street, of Eldridge, I'ark and 
Trcmout streets, the latter to the Boston 
line, so that the West End tiacks could 
be extended to Newton; tho connection 
of Newton and Newton C'entie by a broad 
way leading thiough Kldndge, Hyde 
avenue, Polk avenue aud other streets to 
Newton Centre; the carrying out of such 
improvements as the Cheesecake Brook 
bouh vard, the Cabot parkway, aud other 
simil.ir ones, along the water course of 
the city, and also a driveway along the 
Ch :i les river, to connect with similar 
ones to he built by other towns. 

A** for the cost of the contemplated im- 
provements, the commissioners made no 
definite estimates, hut one gentl man 
place it it one million dollars, and it is 
not believed that 1 ’ will he far iu excess 
of that. If undertaken now these im- 
provements can he carried through at a 
small cost, when compared with the ex- 
peu»e if the woik is delayed until the 
.and is improved and built upon. The 
system of parkways along the water 
courses of the city, as outlined hy City 
Engineer Noyes and followed in the cou- 
truction of the Cheesecake Brook boule- 
vard, would be of immense benefit to the 
citv, and is warmly eudoised by the com- 
mission. The work need not all be done 
at once, but lines along the watercourses 
could be established, beyond which no 
building could he placed, and these prep- 
arations made for completing the work 
when most convenient to the city. 

It is a very interesting document, of 
•ootiderahle length, aud copies are to be 
printed hy the city so that those special- 
ly intended ran have them for reference. 
A care'ul summary of the* important 
points is givi u on an ither page. 


tee siys. and helms given notice to hat 
effect to tho City Marshall, who, judging 
f om the condition of many walks tho 
past two weeks, had evidently forgotten 
there was any such ordinance. The past 
few days the police have begun to tike 
bold of the matter, and notices have 
been served on delii quents. 

When so many men are out of employ- 
ment, as is the case at. the present time, 
here is a very opportune chance to help 
tho unemployed and at. tho same time 
make things pleasant for pedestrians. It 
will only requiro a small expendituie of 
money to got the snow cleaned off In the 
first place, and every o o should feel it 
an imperative duty to give as much em 
ploym-*t>t as possible to those in need of 
work. This is no time for those who 
have money to hoard It, and it is a great 
deal wiser to pay for work done, then to 
give money iu charity. 

This applies not only to the wards af- 
fected by the ordinance, but to all parts 
of the city, and non who have their side- 
walks kept passable and free from 
snow, will bavo the approval, not only of 
all their neighbors, but also of their own 
conscience, which is worth a good deal. 
No man should place a stumbling block 
in tho way of his neighbor, aud the 
owner of an icy sidewalk is really re- 
sponsible for all the strong language and 
thoughts occasioned by it in the pedes- 
trians who stumble and slip upon it. It 
is really a kindness to such property 
owners to compel them to look carefully 
after their sidewalks. 


The argumeuts seem to be all in favor 
of free coal, as far as New England is 
coucerued, and it is estimated that the 
saving would be at least $1.25 a ton, 
which would be felt by every family iu 
New England. It is said that more coal 
is seut into Canada aloug its western 
border than would ever be received from 
Nova Beotia, and that Canada will admit 
coal free if our government will do the 
same. Of course free coal will be bitter- 
ly opposed by the coal combination of 
Pennsylvania, which has been levying 
tribute on the whole country for so many 
years. They foresee a diminution of 
tl eir profits, aud this always stirs men 
up to bitter opposition, aud doubtless we 
shall bear the familiar cry that the coal 
combine will have to reduce wages if the 
bill for free coal passes, Nevertheless, as 
they long ago put wages down so low 
that only the lowest class of foreign emi- 
grants would or could work in their 
mines, and earn enough to support life, 
it is difficult to see how they could get. 
wages much lower. Congress should 
legislate for the people aud not for any 
Combination or trust, which are only in- 
terested iu making inordinate .profits, and 
at the same time p tying the lowest possi- 
ble wages, 


Accompanying the report of the 
boulevard commissioners presented to 
the city government this week, was a 
new proposal to tho city for tho location 
of the extension of the boulevard from 
Valentine street to Wasbingtou street 
over the uortherly route so called 
through laud not yet developed. A very 
liberal offer of 1 rod and money for the 
construction of the strtet was also made 
by those over whose land the proposed 
route is to be laid out. A petition of 
Lucius G. Pratt aud other large land 
owners aud tax payers in that net hbor- 
hood was received in support of this 
route. This route is for the publio ad- 
vantage in developing a new country and 
can probably be built at less expense 
than any other. It will also leave un- 
disturbed Fuller street constructed with- 
in recent years at large expense to the 
city. 

It is uunecess&ry to say that the good 
judgment hitherto shown by the city 
government in taking advantage of the 
liberality of land owners ou other por- 
tions of this boulevard will again be ex- 
ercised during this municipal year in 
securing to the city the advantages of 
this desirable location and offer, as liberal 
as any heretofore made. 


The re-election of Mayor Matthews of 
Boston is a distinct victory for the cause 
of go"d government. As will be seen by 
a careful study of returns lie had the 
w irst element of tho Democratic party 
against him, besides the gas ring and the j 
other rings he has battled with during j 
bis term of office, all of whom supported 1 
Mr. Mart. The latter lost heavily also 1 
in the strong Republican wauls, ami evi- j 
detitly the better class of Republicans j 
did not approve of bis style of campaign- ; 
iug, or the allies he had gained. As Mr. 
Hart had been mayor ot Boston previous- 
ly, the people know w hat kind of a mayor 
he would make, and were able to com- 
pare him with Mr. Matthews. The re- 
aulf shows that the cause of good gov- 
ernment in our large oities is nutas hope- 
less an affair as sometimes appears to be 
the case. It is always unfortunate when 
municipal affairs are mixed up with 
national politics, as the Hart campaign 
fully proves, 

Tiik grade crossing problem is making 
some headway, although io this cold 
weather tho railroad poop e are not push- 
ing affairs very actively. There is pleo'v 
of time yet before work cau be begun, 


and an the city council ban come to an 
agreement, tho Boston A* Albany people 
probably feel that they noed not come to 
an immediate decision as to tho ways 
aud moms, until they have thoroughly 
satisfied themselves that sll the detnils 
are as satisfactory as can bo obtained 
from the city council.

Why More Women Don’t Tote. 

To the Editor of the Boston Herald:— 

You ary that very few women care 
enough about voting to cross the street 
to do it. Tbis is so often said, and it 
gives such an unfair idea of the situation 
that I shall bo very much obliged to you 
If you will let me say a few worda in 
reply. 

People always assume that voting 
means the same thing for men and for 
women, but we oan vote for ouly the 
school committee. II »w many men 
would cross the street to vole for the 
school committee alone? It Is true that 
the management of our scboola Is most 
Important and especially deserves the 
Interest of women, hut it is almost im- 
possible to find out anything about the 
merits of the candidates or the methods 
and principles which they stand for, so 
alight is the interest taken in the subject 
by the general public or the newspapers 


In the second place, when the law was 
first passed enabling us to vote, the 
difficulty in getting registered wa« so 
great that many women gave it up in 
despair and do not realize how much 
easier the process lias become. Many a 
time I have left our City Hall tingling 
from head to foot with anger and a 
sense of humiliation at tbe thwarting 
and misleading information, the rude 
staring and insolent manners I had been 
sutijrc ed to. Then we had to pay the 
lull poll tax, $2, for such a tiny fraction 
of a vote. As a woman of my acquaint- 
ance said, "1 have spent $2, a good many 
car fares, and enough patience to make 
a pretty good saint, and yet I have not 
been able to get registered,” All that rs 
changed now; the tax is removed, we 
can be registered by speaking to the as- 
sessors’ cleiks in the spring, and if we 
go to the City HaII wo are treated 
politely, but the difficulty of finding out 
whom to vote for still remains, owing to 
the indiflfetence of the nverage voter to 
tbe welfare of the public schools. No 
one seems to think the subject f enough 
importance to say anything about it in 
the papers. We can liud nothing but a 
lUt ot names which usually convey 
m-thing to our minds, as the school com- 
mittee is the first of a s ries of political 
stepping stones, and tbe candidates have 
not yet shown what their aims and 
characters are. If we do not happen to 
kuow them personally we know nothing. 
Then the question of tbe nims and 
methods of teaching in our publio 
schools seldom comes up in the news- 
papers, so that we do not know in tbe 
least what we are voting for unless we 
make tbe most careful personal inquiry. 
If it were as bard to get information 
about other municipal candidates, and if 
they were all unpaid, I do not think 
there would be much voting done by 
either men or women. M. W. R.

There whs a lilac set which 
was very much admired, t lie flowers 
were so natural, while rose decorations 
recalled nature it-telf. Something com- 
paratively new was shown in raised 
enamel work, whiob la very effective, 


and also decorations on glass, in gold 
nnd colors. A portion of the exhibit 
that was not Rold Ins been sent to the 
exhibition of the Mineral Art League of 
Boston, of which Mrs. Crosby is a mem- 
ber. 

Mr*. Frnzu's flower pieces in oil 
formed a very interesting portion of the 
exhibition, one large picture represent- 
ing a group of beautiful chrysantbe 
mums, with a largo bunch of the natural 
ones standing near. F<-w artists would 
cure for such a close comparison, hut 
Mrs. Frnzar has nothing to fear. An- 
other beautiful piece was a Urge bunch 
of pink and white peonies, an Attractive 
bit of coloring. A Urge picture repre- 
senting a carelessly arranged heap of 
purple and white lilac* was verv effec- 
tive, and there wete other flowers 
sketches in great numbers. 

After the vivid colors of the flower, 
Mr. Williams woik in black and white 
was almost a relief to the eye, nnd the 
remarkahle talent of tho young artist 
was displayed in many sketches of 
scenery at York Beach, Me., and iu other 
places which ho has visited the past sea- 
s*>n. Like the other exhibitors. Mr. 
WillUras wa< very successful in dispos- 
ing of many of his sketches. He has, wo 
understand, a class of pupils in Newton, 
and is proving veiy successful as an in- 
structor. 

The exhibition was unfortunate in 
having so many stormy days, but fortun- 
ately that did not interfere with its suc- 
cess, as the rooms were well filled every 
afternoon and evming, on the days it 
was held, and tbose who attended felt 
more than repaid. 


MB. DICKINSON'S RESIGNATION. 


A STATEMENT OF REASONS INFLUENCING 
THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Says tbe BoBt< n correspondent of tbe 
Springfield Republican: 

"Mr. Dickinson has been crowded out 
of office. For a long time thero has been 
hostility to him. Rumors oi this came 
out at the time of his election last 
January. It was said then that the 
Harvard element on the state board was 
not in sympathy with him and was 
determined to put him out. 

"A year ago the members of the state 
board of eduettion were R:V. Dr. Miner, 
Mrs. Alice F. Palmer, A. P. Stone of 
this city, Mrs. Kate G. Wells of Boston, 
M. B. Whitney of Westfield, George I. 
Aldrich of Sewtoo, President Capen of 
Tufts College and Col. E. B. Stoddard of 
Worcester. 

"It was understood at the meeting of 
tbe board last Juiuny that they were 
equally divided for and against Mr 
Dickiuson. Dr. Miner was a strong 
friend of the secretary, and his term ex- 
pired last May. Lie was not reappointed, 
but Mr. Conley was pur, in bis place. 
This cave the opponents of Mr. Dickin- 
son a majority of the board, and there 
was nothing left for him but to resign. 

"The understanding which I get of tho 
matter is that there is a fundamental 
difference between the ideas of Mr. 
Dickinson aud those of Harvard Uni- 
versity. 

"It is the belief of Mr. Dickinson that 
the public school system should be com- 
plete iu itself, and that all tbe courses, 
except Bucb us are taken by young men 
fitting in tbe High school for college, 
should be to givo the utmost instruction 
and benefit possible to tbe large pre- 
ponderance of the children of the state 
whose education must be finished in the 
puhlio schools. 

"On the other hand, tbe Harvard idea 
is that the course in all the schools 
should be shaped in accord with tbe 
oourses in the colleges, so that instead of 
the state dominating tbe college influ- 
ence, the college influence shall dominate 
the state. 

‘Some of the temperance people are 
against him on the ground that he is op- 
posed to scientific temperance instruc- 
tion in the public schools.” 

(Boston Herald.) 

The office of secretary of the board of 
education of Massachusetts, which lias 
now become vacaut by the resignation 
of Mr. John W. Dickiuson, has had few 
occupants. Horace Mann was the first 
person to hold the office, and did much 
to give it character and importance. 
George S. Boutwell was one of his suc- 
cessors, though not immediately, Joseph 
White of Williamstown, a Whig poli- 
tician of bis day, held it several years. 
Mr. Dickinson has seived seventeen 
years. He was tha principal ot the bcate 
Normal school at Westfield at the time 
of his appoiutmeut. He had tho reputa 
tion of one of the best educators of tho 
state, but there seems to bave been some 
friction between him and the present; 
board of education which has induced 
his premature leaving of the plaor.

Supervisor of publio school* G. II. 
Conley is also a member of the state 
hoard of education. He w a* appointed 
by Gov. Russell about six months ago to 
this position, when the term of service of 
Dr. A. A. Miuer expired. He is a com- 
paratively new man in the work, hut the 
story has been noised about during the 
somewhat exciting times of lute, caused 
by Sec. J. W. Dickinson’s busty abdica- 
tion of the $:{,000 throne, that perhaps 
tho now memlici of the board might 
have ha t something ro do with it. 

Dr. Miner, past member of the board, 
was most earnest supporter of the ex- 
secretary. As Dr. Miner wa* not reap- 
pointed, it was naturally inferred that 
the new man would be in many respects 
different from his predecessor. .Some 
suggested that among other things h<j 
might not be so stanch an advocate of 
the venerable secretary. 

However, the rumor got around that 
on the question of Sec. Dickinson's 
tenure of office the board was equally 
divided; that Mr. Conley held iu bis 
hand the vital vo*.e; and furthermore, 
that if the matter came to a vote he 
would cast it against See. Dickinson. 
This is said to have been the particular 
reason which brought the resignation 
two months before it had been expected. 

Aneut this matter Supervisor Conley 
said to a representative last evening: "I 
will say to you, what I said to Mr. Al- 
drich, privately, a week rgo. If this 
ouestiou had come to a vote, and Mr. 
Dickinson’s position depended upon me, 
I simply say he would teceive my vote, 
f have a gieat personal liking for Mr. 
Dickinson, and s ould have done all f 
could for him. His resignation was not 
anticipated by me so soon, though there 
was a written agreement when tie was 
i e-eleeted a year ago, that at ttie expira- 
tion of the year, he should resign. 

"As to who will be oliosen t . fill the 
office, ( am sa'islied from a talk I had 
recently with Mik. K. G. Well* that the 
hoaid lias no ideas whatever No one 
I has been sui/gested. It I* a rather ardu- 
| ous office with only mediocre pav.” 

It is stated on reliable authority that 
j the hoaid was not equally divided on 
this question. There was quite a majoii- 
| ty ag'iinst Mr. Dickinson, and the board 
felt that a younger and more vigorous 
| man was needed to fill the position.

THE MIDWINTER FAIR. 


It Will Have an Electrical Tower Wltb 
Over 5,000 Lights. 

The Midwinter fair is assured of hav- 
ing a feature that will be quite as 
nniqne as anything seen at Chicago. It 
is to be an electrical tower 260 feet high 
and containing lights enough to torn 
night into day in Concert valley. 

The framework of the tower will be 
gracefully constructed and decorated 
with over 5,000 incandescent lights of 
different colors. It will be supplied 
with an elevator running to a height of 
220 feet. There will be pavilions on the 
ground floor for the use of the public. 
Flanking the open space will be four 
Moorish pavilions containing four stories 
and decorated in oriental colors. 

The base of the tower will occupy a 
space 50 feet sqnure, while the first gal- 
lery, 80 feet from the ground, will have 
a seating capacity of 200. Three other 
galleries will extend beyond this and 
will seat several hundred persons. The 
topmost gallery will bo within six feet 
of the pinnacle. In it will be a great 
searchlight. On tho extreme top of the 
tower will be placed a large gold ball 
bearing the emblem of the state— a Cali- 
fornia bear. 

Fully 8,000 people can be seated on the 
toWer at one time, while on the outer 
edge on tbe circular walk there will be 
room for several thousands. There are 
eight approaches to the tower, practi- 
cally making it open on all sides and 
comers. 

While the principal object of the tower 
is for lighting purposes, it will bo used 
as u grand band stand, from which music 
will be given throughout the day and 
evening. The tower was designed by a 
Chicago architect, but all the work on 
the structure will be done in San Fran- 
cisco. When completed, it will coat $80,- 
000.— San Francisco Letter. 


A Kerord Breaker. 

It is not easy to predict what will hap- 
pen with our ocean steamers next. Here 
is the Lucania, the new Cunarder, on her 
second trip, wresting the western record 
from the Paris and reducing it to 5 days 
13 hours and 25 minutes. 

This remarkable trip is made, too, at 
an uncertain season of the year, when 
five or six days of sustained fast running 
cannot be safely counted ou. But tho 
wonderful part of these performances is 
that they are no longer exceptional 
events, but are kept up with us much 
regularity as the sailing of the boats on 
their appointed duys. 

There is now u fleet on the Atluntic 
line whose arrival in New York witliin 
six duys after leaving the other side is 
scarcely problematical. The only ques- 
tion is will the record of a few hours 
over five duys be beaten? 

The Cuuarders now hold the laurels. 
But the Paris belongs to an American 
line, and it will not )>e her fault if she 
does not recover them. — New York 
World.

A State For Indiana. 

The recent mad rush into the Indian 
territory, by which 6.000,000 of acres 
were in a day covered by n motley crow 
of settlers, land speculators and adven- 
turers. Is but part of a plan which con- 
templates still greater changes in that 
region. The sixteenth section of the In- 
dian appropriation bill, approved at the 
close of Ust session, provides that the 
president shall appoint three commission- 
ers to negotiate with the five civilised 
trilies of the ludiun Territory for the ex- 
tinguishment of Indian or tribal title 
and to take tho necessary steps for its 
erection into "a state of states." Each 
of theso commissioners is to have a sal- 
ary of $5,000 a year and "their reason- 
able and propor expenses" and shall 
have a secretary, stenographer and in- 
terpreters. Fifty thousand dollars were 
provided for the expenditures of this 
commission. The agreements they may 
make are to be submitted to congress for 
its ratification.— Washington Special.

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AN IMPORTANT HEARING. 

Til RKK ROUTES FOB TIIK BOULEVARD 
PROPOSttt) FROM VALENTINE TO WAfill 
INOrON STREETS. 

Tho highway committeo gav* a public 
hearing at their meeting Wednesday 
evening, on tho petition from Lucius G. 
Pratt and oth >rs, for a moro northerly 
location of tho central boulevard be- 
tween Valentine and Washington streets. 

Tho hearing was very largely attended 
and by representative citizens directly 
and otherwise interested in the proposed 
boulevard project, one of the most vital 
mitters that the city of Newton has yet 
had to consider. 

Chairman Uotbfeld called the meeting 
to order, stating the reasons for the 
hearing and assigning one hour to each 
sido with 15 minutes each at the close 
for reply. 

George A. Dlaney appeared as repre- 
senting the gentlemen proposing the 
northern route. He gavo a history of 
the matter from the beginning, stating 
that the land through which the route 
was asked had been bought by a syndi- 
cate of West Newton gentlemen about 
one yoar ago with the belief, that more 
available building property would be 
opened up than by the proposed Fuller 
street route. Some difficulty was at first 
experienced in obtaining the laud, but 
the syndicate had overcome those and 
now offered tho land for the boulevard 
free of expense to the oity, and in addi- 
tion agreed to bear 1-3 the expenso of 
construction from Valentine to Washing- 
ton streets. 

He called attention to the report of 
the boulevard commission, wherein he 
claimed they favored the northern route. 
The ouly objector to the northern 
scheme was Mr. E. B. Towne, Jr., 
through whose land it would run, and 
Messrs. Sheehau, Ilyan and Corcoran, 
whose pi >ces would be cut, but not as 
much as by the other route. 

The Fuller street people agree ouly to 
give the laud and $1 per running foot, 
and will claim compensation for moving 
buildings, a much less liberal offer thau 
that made by the syndicate. 

The new route is shorter by 400 feet, is 
in a more direct line for boulevard ex- 
tension and is so laid out as to have 
available building land on either side 
whereas Fuller street will be practically 
on a hill side. 

The cost of the two routes is about the 
same. The petition presented was 
signed by nearly all the residents north 
of Fuller street. 

Aldermau Uotbfeld stated that the 
routes would each cost about $60,000. 

MR. CARPENTER. 

Mr. V. E. Carpenter was more im- 
pressed with the desirability of the 
northern route as he looked into it, al- 
though he sigued the petition with per- 
fect indifference. After passing Geo. 
Chase’s estate the land falls off so rapid- 
ly from Fuller street as to make it al- 
most valueless, whereas both Hides should 
be available if possible to furnish the 
oity all the revenue possible from the in- 
crease in taxable property. 

J. Franklin Fuller, a resident for 30 
years, believed from au engineering point 
of view that the uorthern route was best. 
It follows a natural depression at an 
easy grade, with unequalled facilities for 
diainage, and bringing into the market 
land available for a superior class of 
residences. 

In respouse to a query from Mr. C. A. 
Drew of the Fuller street side, he stated 
that there had been a substantial de- 
velopment in real estate regardless of 
the boulevard. 

Mr. It. S.Gorham spoke at some length 
believiug that tho city should encourage 
movements along the line of the boule- 
vard by syndicates and others to specu- 
late and make money, as it showed that 
the city would be a gainer thereby. 

Hi3 belief in brief was that as such 
experts as Mr. Noyes and Mr. Woods, as 
he understood, aud Mr. Fuller, favored 
the northern route the city should accept 
their opinion as “settling it,” and their 
advice should be accepted. Such men 
as Messrs. BUney, Trevelli and Day of 
the syndicate could be relied on to de 
velop the land judiciously. 

Mr. Drew suggested that they were as 
worthy of trust in developing tho land if 
the boulevard did not go there, which 
Mr. Gorham admitted, but thought they 
should be given the larger trust, as com- 
petent gentlemen for it. 

MR. PRATT’S LETTER. 

Mr. BUney presented a letter from 
Lucius G. Piatt, in which he strongly 
favored the northern location because 
tbe distance was shorter; cost was •less; 
fine territory for building sites would be 
opened. 

FULLER STREET BIHK. 

Mr. F. F. Btyinond of Auburndale aud 
Mr. C. A Drew of Newtou appealed for 
the rcsi loots of Fuller street, the first 
named gentleman presenting tbe argu- 
ment. 

Mr. Raymond said the petitioners for 
the northern route were until the first of 
December in hearty accord and apparent 
sympathy with the Fuller street rmto 
and its advocates, attending the several 
meetings of the latter and holding posi- 
tions on committees appointed at those 
meetings to further the Kullei street 
location. This gave them laud on most 
of one side of tbe boulevard and resi- 
dents of Fuller street a frontage on the 
other. But they nowcorn - forward with 
ft D6W proposition to run the whole 
boulevar I for one mile through the cen- 
tre of this land they have bought with a 
frontage on both sides amounting to 
8000 feet, leaving the Fuller street peo- 
ple out altogether. 

He claimed the Fuller street location 
was more central, natural and fair to all. 
Opening up more land allowing the 
building of a new street at the southern 
Hide and also one through the syndicate 
land on tbe north, which would he a 
necesaiiy if they did not gel the houla- 
kbtN ll i Ml | in* *' mI 
of two. Old i evident* and taxpayers 
were entitled at least to equal considera- 
tion, us new resident* aud laud specula- 
tors. 

The proposition of the Fuller street 
abutt n-. to the city, was at Hint the 
same is that of t lie syndicate The coat 
of the Fuller st •-»* t route would be much 
less hm the t -ad was almost wholly 
mar tdam /• d, wheieas tbe engineer-* 
figuie I on a r tv.- II. .td lie refeiicd to 
Ali. s'ioh/’s mute »nuth of Follerstinet.

The Fuller stieet route war also the 
on re. o nmend. d by the full boulevard 
> ifn'niNMioii aftei l o tring I. >IJi sides. 
He believed (here was no call for the 


city government to raiiioad the matter 
through before tho first of January, be- 
cause that was the time limit mndo by 
the syndicate. He knew no reason why 
all parties should not be impartially con- 
sidered before action was taken. The 
Fuller street residents stood roadv to 
m ike the city just ns liberal terms ns tbe 
syndicate, and there was no reason why 
all should not be accoided fair treat- 
ment. 

He presented a petition signed by 
prominent men all over tbe city protest- 
ing tgainst the apparent attempt to force 
this measure through, and urging a 
postponement for tbe consideration of 
all plans that may be submitted. 

BY MR. BREW. 

Mr. Fuller, a civil ongiucer from Bos- 
ton was called upon by Mr. Drew, and in 
response to queries said bo bad made a 
survey of both routes and estimatid the 
cost. Fuller street bad a grade of about 
5 por ceut and the new route would be a 
7 per cent grade. The cost of tho Fuller 
street location was estimated at about 
$50 000, that of tho northern routo about 
$6d,000. With Fuller street Alroadv 
macadamized as stated, tbe cost of 
Fuller street would bo about $26,000 less. 

In reply to Mr. Disney ho said his 
grades were established by himself, and 
not from the plans of tbe city engineer, 

Mr. Pickering of Boston, a director of 
the Children’s Aid Society, aud thus 
connected with the Tine Farm school, 
asked somo very searching questions, 
which compelled some ratber reluctant 
answers, in seeking information on 
whiob to baso bis opiuion. In fact, he 
took things in his own bands, instead of 
submitting to a cross examination, and 
after getting all tbe information be de- 
sired from Mr. Blaney, sifted his opinion 
down to the statement, that he should 
favor the Fuller street routo from what 
he had heard. He thought tho report of 
the boulevard commission on the matter 
should precede auy private interests. 
It was most unusual to depart from a 
good highway iu boulevard development 
those being natural locations In Brook- 
line this idea had always obtained. He 
should judge this to be cheaper aud be- 
lieved it the province of a highway com- 
mittee not to deal iu land values, but iu 
highways. 

FIFTEEN MINUTES. 

The first fifteen minute allotment was 
occupied by Mr. Blaney wIioro remarks 
were sharp and caustio and showed clear- 
ly the advantages of the nortberu routo, 
the choosing of which would result in a 
saving to the city. 

Mr. Drew summed up for the Fuller 
street route. The city needed money 
for a new city hall, new courthouse, new 
8choolhouses, a new nigh school, in a 
few years, $100,000 to $300,000 for separa- 
tion of the grades of the B. & A. and tbe 
widening of Washington street. Money 
can be saved by building on the Fuller 
street route.. There is only a little 
widening to be done and (be filling can 
be minimized by leaving the grade ns at 
present. The highway committee should 
wait until the two sides agree upon some 
mutual plan and then go ahead. There 
is no hurry for this section of the boule- 
vard . 

COLD FACTS? 

Mr. N. P. Gilman said the gentlemen 
of the syndicate had worked hard and co- 
operated with tbe Fuller street people 
until Dec. 1 last. When they went to the 
boulevard commission, because they did 
not get all they wanted they oome before 
this committee to press their claims. 

Tbe Fuller street residents accented 
the report of tbe commission in good 
faith expecting these gentlemen were 
with them. The syndicate bought up 
all the laud they could aud theu “in all 
simplicity of soul’’ they come before this 
commi'tee aud propose to run tho boule- 
vard right through the centre of their 
land. The residents of Fuller street ask 
only their rights, which are entitled to 
consideration. 

TOE SOUTHERN ROUTE. 


GREAT SHOW OF WHEELS. 


A BICYCLE EVENT THAT PROMISES IM- 
PORTANT RESULTS. 


Not since tbe rise of tho bicycle to its 
present importance ns a factor in every 
day life lias it been put upon pnmdc, so 
to speak, in so elaborate a way ns has 
been planned for the week beginning on 
Jan. 8 next, says a wrltei in the Boston 
Sunday Herald. There will thon bo 
opened formally in Madison Square Gar- 
don, Now York city, a national exhibit 
of cycles, cyclo accessories, and sundries. 

Not only will tbe ontiro trade through- 
out the country bo represented, but 
riders iu every class are to participate. 
During the six days of tho show there 
will bo witnessed, in addition to tho 
array of wheels and accoutrements, such 
avariotyof performance in trick riding 
and racing as will outdo nil previous 
records of the kind. 

Yet tbo truo character of tho ocoasion 
is not to be lost sight of. Heretofore 
bicycle events have been mostly trials of 
speed and proficiency for individual 
championship honors. Tbo coming show 
is designed to represent mainly the pres- 
ent supremacy of a machine in tlioso 
capacities usually ascribed to living 
steeds alone. 

It is tbe Metropolitan Association of 
Cycling Clubs which has fostered tho 
present undertaking. The exhibitors 
uow number considerably over one hun- 
dred, and so colossal is their project that 
even railroad rates from the most distant 
points have been arranged for, while 
apart from the tegular exhibits there are 
to be displays of export riding by men 
who have won prominence at every meet, 
including tbe trick riders W. S. Maltby 
and Sidney Black. 

Each one of the 300 parts which com- 
prise a bicycle will bo shown in all its 
variations. Tbe display promises to be 
rich iu tires, upon which tbo speed of 
bicycles so much depends. There will 
be some novelties, too, in lanterns and 
pedals. The bioyclo costume has also 
been made a special subject of study. 
Suits for women will be among fhe most 
startling innovations. They aro tho 
divided skirts and an unspeakable array 
of those more daring adjuncts which 
make the girl of today so difficult to dm 
tiu iuisli from her brother whon she is 
on a wheel. 

There will be no track racing during 
this exhibition, although there exists an 
erroueous impression to the contrary. 
However, the o will be more attractions 
than ordinary fancy rldiDg. The stage 
will be eight feet high nnd unusually 
spacioim, while the arrangements have 
been such as to preclude crowding of ex- 
hibitors’ stauds by a press of persons 
anxious to.see special attractions. Tbo 
platform is erected directly in tho centre 
of the arena. an,d the seating capacity 
will be over 5000. 

One of tbe objects of tbe present 
movement is tbe perfection of trade 
organization. A train committee meet- 
ing will take place in the concert hall at 
10 o’clock on Wednesday during the 
show week. It will arrange, among 
other things, for a uuiou with amateur 
and professional wheelmen iu the inter- 
est of good roads all over the United 
States. The growing iufiuetico of bicy- 
clers has wrought au immense improve- 
ment in the condition of tho country 
roads throughout many states. Patent 
pavements and roadbeds have been wide- 
ly introduced. Nevertheless, much re- 
mains to be done in this Hue, aud for the 
first time it is designed to inaugurate an 
agitation that shall be national in its 
scope. It is recognized that tbe bicycle 
riders have accomplished mora for the 
cause of good roads than all other influ- 
ences combined. — From “Exhibit of 
Metal Steeds,” Boston Sunday Herald, 
Dec. 24, 1803.

Our League now numbers one hundred 
and ten paying members. 

We do not liaye regular monthly meet- 
ings. 

The Educational Club of West Newton 
was formed in 1880 now numbering two 
hundred and twenty-five members and a 
large waitiug list. This Club has groups 
of work that would naturally be the 
work of our Suffrage League, but wo are 
well satisfied to join any of these classes 
for all are working for the education and 
advancement of women. 

We have always responded to any call 
of the Massachusetts Suffrage Associa- 
tion believing that iu helping the State 
Association we helped our cause and 
that we can together work morot ffleiont- 
ly. Therefore we have joined in their 
fairs and festivals, have circulated peti- 
tions, have interviewed our members of 
the Legislature, and have circulated the 
enrollment book. 

We have committee meetings and 
make our plans for the yearly work, our 
wards being so far separated, we voted 
to hold meetings iu each, ladies very 
generously opening their parlors, and in 
this way we hope to interest many that 
are in doubt or are indifferent. 

The first of these ward meetings of the 
season 92 and 93 was held with Mrs. 
Chapman in Nowtonville and was well 
attended. Miss Blackwell made a very 
interesting address and many new names 
were added to our list. 

In January tho League met in Chan- 
ning church, Newton, where Mrs. Howe 
was to speak, but owing to illness we 
were disappointed. It was a large aud 
enthusiastic meeting. Mrs. Lucy Stone 
in her usual sweet and irresistible way, 
addressed the audience. Mr. Goodrich 
stated his objections to the movement, 
and Mr. Blackwell replied with very 
forcible and logical remarks. 

In April under the auspices of our 
league, Mrs. Lucy Stone addressed a 
large audience of school girls at Lasell 
Seminary, teMing them in glowing words 
the advance of women in the last fifty 
years, and the bright fares of the girls 
gave hope of many new workers in our 
cause. 

May 23rd. 1893, our annual meeting 
was held. There was a large attendance 
of members and a great many guests. 
After tho business meeting, Miss 
Lorenzo Haynes of Waltham, in a very 
conciso and able address spoke of the 
equality of the woman to the man, and it 
was voted by our league to have this ad- 
dress printed and sent to the Massachu- 
setts Suffrage Association. Senator Gil- 
man, lion. Mr. Howard and others fol- 
lowed with short speeches. 

Iu August of this year the executive 
committee met, and delegates were 
ohosen to attend Womans Day at the 
New England Fair in Worcester. Five 
ladieB represented our league that day. 
We also contributed ten dollar* to a fund 
raised by Mrs. Henshaw of Worcester, to 
present to Mrs. Lucy Stone to use, as 
she considered best for our cause. 

On October 7tb, at a committee meet- 
ing. it was voted to have Mrs. Ormiston 
Chant of England lecture for the benefit 
of our league, and on the 18ih of same 
month, Mrs. Chant gave her lecture, the 
subject being the Political Status of Wo- 
men in England and America. This 
lecture was a success and thirty-seven 
dollars was added to our treasury from 
the proceeds of the sale of tickets. 

In the same mouth a Hallowe'en party 
was held, which netted us seveuty-three 
dollars. 

In November the executive committee 
met. to arrange tor the coming eiectiop 
and to see if any woman could be Recured 
to fill any vacancy on the school board, 
and to assure the renotninatiou of Mrs. 
Drvis, wllo has so ably filled this posi- 
tion for six years. It was also vo»eri at 
this meetiug to send a letter to Miss 
Blackwell and Mr. Blackwell, expressing 
our sincere sympathy and regrets for the 
great loss the community and Woman 
Suffrage has sustained by tho death of 
Mrs. Lucy Stone. At this same meeting 
a resolution was carried to send fitty 
dollars in addition to our annual con- 
tribution to the Massachusetts Suffrage 
Association, which has been complied 
with. Our league has nffeted a prize to 
the New ton Ili^h school scholars for the 
best essay for or against Woman 
Huff rage. 

Oil Dec. Mb we had a social moeting in 
West Newton, notwithstanding the 
severe storm, quite a party assembled. 
We first attended to some business. Mrs. 
Flora S itnpson was elected to represent 
us at the monthly meetings of the Massa- 
chusetts Suffrage League in Boston, and 
the 'ollowing delegates were chosen to 
attend the annual meeting. Mr. 
Nathaniel Allen. Mis. Kate Mead, 
Mrs. Tolmnn, Mrs. Barrage and Mrs. 
Carrie Anrleis. 

A committee of five were chosen fo ap- 
peal to our Legi-daturo for woman’s 
equal right in having their nanu s once 
registered, regained upon tho registry 
the same as men have. 

Mr. Urhirto, our treasurer, being con- 
fined in the MaHHiieliuserts Hospital for 
three months, It wm voted to send a 
letter to him, expressing our sincere 
sympathy and regrets at It in prolonged 
illness slid wishing him a speedy re- 
covery. Mr Nathaniel Allen al-o paid 
tribute to the memory of one of mir 
most loyal members, Mr. K If. Ifen- 
sliaw of Wahan, who died the list. we. k 
in November, his wife having died a few 
days prior. He was a man of sterling in- 
fegrity, of high nubile spirit, aid was 
always ready to help In any movement 
that would benefit the community. He 
was a 1 tying husband and a kind father, 
and Woman .Suffrage has lost a good 
friend. 

The rest of the evening was devoted to 
•oelal enjoyment. After partaking of 
refreshments we parted well pleased 
with the evening’s success.

Last Tuesday afternoon, Miss Maria C. 
Woods, a school teacher of Newton 
Centre, was going to her home on Ilomer 
street, when a man accosted her roughly, 
threw her to the ground and made off 
with her hand-bag. Tho assault oc- 
curred opposite the Thomas Nickerson 
place on Centre street, and the man dis- 
appeared through the grounds. Officer 
Condrin heard of the affair and tracked 
the man in the direction of Newton 
Highlands, finding the hand-hag secreted 
in a barn on the Nickerson estate. 

He also learned that a suspicious 
character bad been lurking about there 
for several weeks, and obtained a more 
oomnlote description than was furnished 
by Miss Woods. This description was 
given to the patrolmen on the beats. 

Wednesday morning Albert McMullen, 
who keops a boarding house on Lincoln 
street, saw a description of the man in 
the papers, and notified Officer Dugan 
that a man answering to that description 
was staying at his house, and the officer 
went to the houso and arrested the man, 
who called himself William Walter Clif- 
ford, whiolr is probably an alias. 

In the police court Wednesday morn- 
ing Clifford was identified by Miss 
Woods as ber assailant, and was held in 
$800 for the February session of the 
grand jury. 

Clifford Bays his age is 20, but he looks 
younger. He is rather undersized and 
has a decidedly hard face. One eye is 
oovered by a cataract. 

In his pocket was found a combination 
tool handle, aud a roll of confederate 
bills. He said that be bad been near 
hero only since Sunday, but ou his way 
to the central station in the patrol ^wagon 
be seemed very familiar with the streets. 

Word has been received from the Wel- 
lesley police that he is wanted in that 
town for highway robbery, and the New- 
ton police are confident that they can 
connect him with the robbery of the 
Gould house at West Newton last week. 
He claims to have do home, but says he 
has frieudsin Boston who will provide a 
lawyer for him iu February. 

The police think his home is in Boston 
and that he is a member of tbe Albany 
street gang. They are anxious to find 
his room, believing that it may contain 
a considerable amount of stolen prop- 
erty. 

It has since been learned that tbe con- 
federate bills he bad in bis possession 
were stolen from the residence of Mr. 
Geo. Linder on Cotton street, and an in- 
vestigation is being made to fiud out 
what other property was taken.

As an earnest of good inten- 
tions, however, he will be required to 
pav an entrance fee of one dollar for 
each class, which will be refunded, if 
demanded within thirty days from the 
ciose of course, provided his attendance 
shows a record of seventy-five percent.

In view of these, and other 
attractions available to members only, it 
is hoped that many young men will avail 
themselves of the advantages of member- 
ship.

STREET WIDENINGS. 


The more the report of the boulevard 
commission is studied, the more evident 
are the soundness of the advice triveu 
therein aud the conservative nature of 
the recommendations. The Central 
boulevard is happily underway and will 
become an established fact in the near 
future. The next city oounoil will he 
mainly the same as the present one, so 
that the wise policy pursued this year 
will remaiu unchanced, as far as the 
boulevard is concerned, and its extension 
from Washiujjtou streot to the Charles 
river -may be confidently looked for. 

After this, the first improvement to be 
considered is the widening of Washing- 
ton street, from the Lower Falls to I’ark 
street. As the commission puts it “The 
business traffic through Newton is large- 
ly through this street, aud driving on it 
is positively dangerous to-day.” 

It is even worse iu winter than in sum- 
mer, as anyone can realize who under- 
takes to drive a sleigh from Newton to 
West Newton. The street car tracks 
must be kept free of snow, which 
piles it on the sides of the street, and 
than the gutters must be cleared, whieh 
leaves a high, narrow aud dangerous 
ridge for the sleigh runners. If a horse 
is at all afraid of the cars, an accideut 
is almost unavoidable. Above the cross- 
ing at West Newton, there are no car 
tracks at present, but a company has 
been granted a location, and the same 
dangerous condition of things will exist, 
as soon as the road is built. 

The commission thiuk that to 
widen the street to 100 feet will 
entail too great an expense, and that 70 
feet will be sufficient from Lower Falls 
to Beacon street, and 75 feet, from that 
poiot to Park street. At present the 
street is in places not more thau half 
that width. The plan for widening it to 
100 feet between West Newton and New- 
ton is not favored by the commission on 
aocount of the expense, but the city has 
a report made by City Engineer Noyes, 
with plans for widening to 75 feet, with 
estimates of the cost, and this part of 
the street should receive the first atten- 
tion from the city government. 

The furnishing an outlet to Brighton 
from Newton received considerable at- 
tention from the commission, and they 
recommend either extending Kldridge 
ri/reet to Washington, and widening this. 
£'imwood, Park and Tremnnt Htreet to 
the Boston line to a width yf 75 feet or 
else widening Park street from Wash- 
ington to Tremont. This would seem 
to be the simpler plan, and also the leist 
expensive o e. Widening Tremont 
street would not be very expensive, as if 
the land was taken from t,he west side, 
only one house and stable would have to 
be moved. This widening would allow 
of the extension of the 0«k Square 
«lectric line to Newton, which would he 
a great convenience to Newton people. 

After Washington street, comes next in 
importance the widening of Walnut 
street, and the making of a wide street 
from Newton to Newton Centre, for 
rapid transit, the latter being one of the 
most difficult problems the oommisson 
had to consider. However, if the City 
Government of next year should com- 
plete the Central boulevard, widen 
Washington street and Tremont street, 
and secure ttie abditloti of the grade 
crossings, they will have accomplished 
all that could reasonably he expected of 
‘hern in the way of public improve- j 
merits.

While Iho committee might be justi- 
fied perhaps from thoir standpoint in 
postponing any action being taken this 
year, we do feel that they would mnke a 
grave mistake in uot pushing this 
through at once so to do all they can in 
the interest of the employment of 
worthy laborers. 


One way to do away with the present 
hard times is for every debtor that lias 
the money, to pay every bill promptly, 
so that his creditors can do the same. 
There are a great mauy men whose 
salaries or incomes aro iu no way affect- 
ed by tho hard times, and who can ns 
easily pay what they owe as tlioy over 
could. But the trouble is, that when 
once a panic sets in, every otic stops pay- 
ing their debts, and hoards up tho 
money, and in this way all classos are 
affected, aud the poor suffer the most, ns 
thoy have no capital laid up to tide them 
over. If everyouo who can would pay 
all his bills promptly, and also iudulgo iu 
his usual expenditures, the hard times 
would disappear, in spite of all the 
efforts of politicians who aro preaching 
hard times so zealously because they aro 
out aud think this will serve them as a 
means of getting iu again. The present 
hard times have been brought about 
largely by i ctitious means, by interested 
parties, as the bankR have an abundance 
of idlo money aud rnteR of interest are 
very low, and it is the duty of every 
patriotio citizen to do all that ho can to 
bring about a better state of things. 
Paying bills promptly will be much more 
efficacious than giving away the same 
amount of raouey iu charity, as the 
mouey thus paid would circulate through 
all classes, and furnish employment to 
many who are now idle.

A coKHF.sroNDENT wishes to know 
how overy family in New England will 
be benefitted by free soft coal, when it is 
used only by manufacturers and railroad 
companies? As every family has to buy 
manufactured products, if the cost of 
manufacturing can be sensibly decreased, 
the manufacturers cau afford to sell their 
products at a less price aud sooner or 
later competition will force them to do 
this. A difference of $1.25 on every ton 
of coal used, and it is said that soft coal 
will be at least that much cheaper, will 
make a difference of nearly one-third in 
the cost of fuel. Railroads, both steam 
and electrics, will be benefitted in the 
same proportion, and people who patron- 
ize them will get the benefit of the re- 
duction iu operating expenses. Tho 
high coBt of fuel has driven factories 
away from New # Euglaud, and thus 
lessoned the general prosperity of this 
section, which has affocted merchants, 
farmers, real estate owners aud all 
classes.

rOKKFATHKllS DAY THF RVIUKCT- -AN 
UNUaVAI.I.Y LABOR ATTKND ANCK. 

The ConBveB#tinn»l Club held their 
regular meeting Monday evening at the 
Second Congregational church, West 
Newton. 

The doora were thrown open at five 
o’clock ns usual, and at six o’clock sup- 
per was served by Caterer Dill. A large 
number were present, 100 members and 
friends occupying se«\ts at the tables. 

After the conclusion of the menu the 
club was called to order by Mr. Joshua 
W. Davis, the first vice-president, and 
Rev. F. N. Peloubet,, D. D., of Auburn- 
dale delivered the opening prayer. 

The quartet from the Immanuel Bap- 
tist church, Newton, furnished music, a 
soprano solo at this time being greatly 
enjoyed. 

The records were read and approved 
and tellers were then chosen by the 
chairman to collect ballots for uew 
members proposed at the last meeting, 
as follows: George S. Iloughton, John 
A. Gilman and Wro. B. Wood. 

During the collection of ballots the 
▼arious committees submitted their re- 
ports. 

COMMITTEES REPORTS. 

Rev. Dr. Adams for the executive com- 
mittee wished to announce a change iu 
the time of the next committee meeting, 
which will be held next Tuesday instead 
of Monday at the usual place. 

The Nominating committee submitted 
several new names, upon which action 
will be taken at the next meeting. 

Mr. L. S. Ward reported for the Out- 
look committee. Taking the churches 
according to their age, he said the First 
church had just awaked to love fora 
pastor after he had left them for his new 
charge in Hopkinton. They were realiz- 
ing their loss now that Mr. Holmes had 
gone. The Second church organized 112 
years since was also bereft of a pastor 
and were waiting for one to occupy the 
vacancy thus caused. The Eliot chuicb. 
organized in 1817, reported activity and 
interest among the various societies of 
which there were 12 or 13, in all of 
which earnest work was being done. 
The Auburndale church, organized in 
1850 came next in order and then the 
North church in 1S06. 

WORK NEEDED. 

The Americans now attending the 
latter church were mentioned, also the 
large number of French in that vicinity 
reaching nearly ]<X)0, showing the field 
for Christian work in that vicinity. 

The Central church organized 25 years 
ago, was growing in Christ’s work and 
building up in the church. 

The Highland’s church, 21 years of 
age, was going steadily forward. 

Attention was then called to Fore- 
fathers Day, when long years bgo, the 
“first church” landed at Plymouth, and 
which would in a few days be celebrated. 
Let all be an “outlook committee” ou 
that day, continued the speaker, for the 
advancement of Christ’s cause and the 
help of humanity. 

NEW MEMBER8. 

Mr. Houehton of the ballot committee 
reported 63 votes cast, and the election 
of the following persons as members of 
the club: 

William M. Noble and John E. Rock- 
wood of First Church, Newtrn Centre, 
Fred W. E Idy and M. Frank Lucas of 
Second Chuich, Wear Newton, Henry W. 
Dwight and Albert W. Little and Henry 
O. Ryder of Congregational Church, Au- 
burndale, Rev. Clias. E. Havens of New- 
ton Highlands, Luther Paul of First 
Church, Newton Centre. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Adams, a com- 
mittee consisting of one member from 
each church was chosen to prep ire a re- 

f tort to the club at its next meeting, of a 
ist of officers for the ensuing year. 

PROF. GATES INDISPOSED. 
President Ward took the Dlatform at 
this time and said that Prof. Merrill 
Gates, L. L. D , president of Arnhernt 
College, who it had been expected would 
address the club, had been taken sud- 
denly ill, aud was unable to keep bis en- 
gagement. It was a very great disap- 
pointment but of course was unavoid 
able. The illness was not serious as 
Prof. Gate* had been able to return 
borne from Boston duriug the afternoon. 

Every * ITort had been made to secure 
another outside speaker hut without suc- 
cess. Rev. G. E. Merrill and Dr. Claik 
bad kindly consented to speak before the 
club, aud an adjournment was then 
taken to the main auditorium of the 
church. 

President Ward, Rev. George E. Mer- 
rill, pastor of the Imma uel Baptis' 
church, Newton, and Miss Hunt of the 
Atlanta Uuiversary, occupied sea's upon 
the pldtlorra. President Ward intro 
duced as the fiist speaker, Kuv. Mr. 
Merrill. 

lie expressed bis regrets at the ab- 
sence of the expected speaker of rh« 
evening. But he was always glad when 
tbe Co grcgationalists had to call upon 
thb Baptists to help them out. 

UNIM I'EACII ABLE JUDGMENT. 

He had visited Plymouth one August 
upon one of the most tori id days he ever 
experienced, and was profoundly con- 
vii red ol the great wisdom shown by the 
Pilgiirns iu landing during the mouth of 
December. He had since felt a great 
re- j»ect for their judgment. 

The congregational denomination 
looked bark more to tlie Pilgrims than 
to the Puritans. The Baptists might 
never have been in existence but for tlie 
Puritans uni their waiin feeling for 
Roger Williams. He was set afloat, as it 
were, and piactically resigned to Provi- 
dence, which enabled Inrn to build up 
this gieat denomination. 

The more that different denominations 
come to undeistand each other the more 
they cal) upon each other for aid in tlie 
great work in winch all are interested. 
The greatest uui'y prevails today, that 
Is def-irahle or possible. Nothing would 
be gained by the differeot denominations 
uniting in one ereed. it would he a 
great calamity to ( hi istiaruty and the 
world. We should have then ahsulule 
stagnation of thought. < inistian minds 
should 'hink div* isedly hut it should he 
sanctified thinking. 

“i.ove” dominates all. 

The speaker referred to the words of 
St. Paul's ‘‘Faith, hope, charity, these 
three— hut the gnu'eat of these is 
chat it v,” and tlie wisdom revealed in the 
conclusion of the verse, it is charity 
that hin is uh toga* her under sll otreum 
Stances. When faith and hope fail, wu 
always find that one word of union — 
love. All Christian hearts irrespective 


of denominational belief or preference 
are bound to otto another by the love of 
Jeaus Christ. The Christian church, 
Congrrgitionalist, Baptist. Methodist, 
Roman Catholic, etc., stands today, 
practically as a unit, with tho one bun- 
tier of Jesus Christ over all. 

WORK OK I.OVK. 

Miss Hunt, of the Atlanta University, 
was gUd of an opportunity to speak. 
She had been connected with mission 
work for nine years and was in love with 
the work, beirt and soul. She advocated 
tho cause of man, not simply of tho 
negro. There were 7,000,000 negroa in 
tbe south who needed Christian and 
material help, and tho University was 
doing what it could to carry forward the 
work of humanity. There was ample 
need of Christian work in the cause of 
Christ and humanity, and there was on 
every band opportunity to uplift and 
help the down trodden. 

Rev. John M. Dutton, pastor of the 
Central church, commenced his remarks 
by saying he had always bad a kindly 
feeling for the Baptists. His mother 
was one in her earlier days,— but she 
changed as she increased in wisdom. 

A REMARKARLE HISTORY. 

There were three points very clear in 
mind regarding the history of this 
country. It was a marvellous blessing 
to present and future generations that 
the beginning of our history is such. 

English history reaches points where 
much is mythical, uncertain and tradi- 
tionary. The same is true of almost all 
excepting Jewish history. 

But our history is directly discernible 
from its start as is no other in the world. 

No country ever begun a history in so 
prophetic a manner. There is an in- 
dividuality in every movement. Tho 
Pilgrims came here with a fixed mind 
and thought for the future. No other 
people ever started out with such an 
idea. No Norman or Saxon or other 
movement among men ever had a pur- 
pose to build up such a nation and his- 
tory. 

PILGRIMS vs PURITANS. 

Again, the comparison of the Pilgrims 
and Puritans, Most New England 
people did not recognize the difference 
between the two in. the opiuiou of the 
speaker. 

There wag something more in the 
movement of the Pilgrim than in that of 
the Puritan. There was a moral pur- 
pose and a clear cut idea in the move- 
ment of the Pilgram fathers. There was 
in the mind of the Pilgrim an intense 
purpose and determination to establish 
this country and nation for God. 

And this same intensity of purpose 
and fire of spirit pervaded the descend- 
ents of those men today. They were 
1'iyal to a high ideal, which has given 
them a power in the comirig of years. 

The Puritans had none of this prophet- 
ic purpose or clear cut determination to 
grasp this country for the Saviour. 

Rev. Dr. Patrick believed thoroughly 
in the difference between the Pilgrims 
and Puritans. There was more to the 
former. The Pilgrims were sterner men 
with more heart and stronger charac- 
ters, nevertheless they were not “dismnl 
wretches” as described by Hawthorne. 
They were genial and kindly. They 
played games with the Indians on 
Thanksgiving day. which would indicate 
they were not of such adamantine ma 
terial as some would have us think. 

The moetiug adjourned at 9 o’clock.

Mr. Langford on Grade Crossings. 

To the Editor of the Graphics 

The editorial on "Grade Crossings” in 
the Journal of Dec. 15, probably sur- 
prised most of your readers ns the daily 
press baB given the impression that a 
plan for separation of grade between the 
railroad and highways had been agreed 
upon. Within the past week I have re- 
ceived a number of letters, asking if 
s *methiug cannot be done to pi event 
elevation of tracks, and further asking 
that 1 take some action to try and 
prevent it. While I would gladly pre- 
vent elevation if in my power, believing 
that it will work great injury, to at least, 
the north side of our city, yet I am uu- 
able to devote the time necessary to ac- 
complish any satisfactory results, even if 
there was encouragement for action. 

Fiom the examination I have been able 
to give the subject, 1 am satisfied that 
there is only one line of action that 
promises any satisfactory results, and 
since th it line requires the expenditure 
of a large sum of money it is question- 
able if the citizens will look favorably 
upon the plan; however, I will set it forth 
for puhlio consideration. There are but 
two plans for separation of grade that 
will receive any consideration, one is 
elevation, the other depression of trucks 
at the present road-bed. I know the 
railroad ofli* ials have refused to depress, 
saying that road cutting, etc , will pre- 
vent, tmt depression under like condi- 
tions has been accomplished elsewhere 
and trains kept running and it seems not 
Impoasitile here. I further know that 
all who hive interviewed the railroad 
officials express the conviction that if 
separation of grade evet tikes place it 
will be l» v elevation of tl*e tracks, 

Notwithstanding, 'f the people earn 
es'ly desire depression of the tracks, I 
t»e I te ve it can tie accomplished. The 
ofli ills of the M. «4r A. ate sharp htisi- 
ne's men and will i.ot expend f • »t scp.tr* 
tion of giade, one doll tr more than is 
absolutely necessary to obtain s ife and 
to themselves satisfactory construction, 
hi justice to their stockholders th y 
must guanl their treasury, and since 
elevation of tracks with ste< l bridges is 
the rheapes* -at isfaomry form of con- 
struction, they insist upon (list. Nor 
' m we justly blame them under csUtirig 
condition*. The city of Newinu has as 
much interest in the separation of grade 
.is the B. A A , and very much more st 
s’akc, and v the l»w stys the railroad 
shsM pay 06 per cent and Hie eltv not 
over 10 per cent of the total cost.* We 
cannot blame the railroad under such 
conditions for tlgh'ing to save every 
dollar possible, ft i lie form of construc- 
tion that will answer the requirements 


of the law and the purposes of the rail- 
roRd does not plraRo our citizens, then 
there is but one thing in justice to ho 
done, i. e. pay the railroad the difference 
in cost to them between what they are 
satisfied with, and what we desire. The 
city is limited bylaw to payment of 10 
per cent of the cost of separation of 
grade, if we want them to pay moro, 
some action must ho taken to authorize 
it. If the citizen* of Newton will pay to 
the B. A A. the actual diffofonoe In cost 
between depression and olovation. possi- 
bly thoy may secure depression and savo 
the city from disfigurement and their 
prosperity Horn loss of value. 

It is reasonable to suppose that tho 
B. A A. will consent to depress the 
track upon such terms, but if thoy re- 
fuse, they may bo forced to do so. The 
legislature, if applied to, will never allow 
the oitizens to suffer loss and the city be 
disfigured, providing wo aro willing to 
pay tho difference in ooRt. 

Should any doubt exist as to the posi 
tion of the legislature upon such nutters, 
road tho act passed in 1802 in favor of 
the city of Northampton, viz. "In the 
proceedings now pending in tho Superior 
Court for the abolition of certain grade 
crossings in the city of Northampton, no 
change shall be made iu tho grade of the 
public wayB in said city where the same 
aro now crossod by one or more railroads 
at grade, without the consent of tho city 
council of said city expressed by vote 
thoreof duly recorded. Before the court 
or any justice thereof shall mako a final 
decree in said case a copy of such vote 
certified by the city clerk shall bo filed 
in said case.” The majority, at leaRt, of 
our citizens desire depression of tracks 
and the highways bridged to pass over 
them, and if the property owners, finan- 
cially interested, aro willing to pay now 
oue-half of what they will probably lose 
by depreciation of value of their prop- 
erty if elevation is accomplis'ied, I be- 
lieve the tracks can be depressed, travel 
upon our highways made safer, the city 
made more attractive and all the prop- 
erty iucrcase iu value, then whatev r 
money the city spends for tmproving 
Washington street will be wisely snout 
for conditions will then be favorable.’ 

If anything is to be done, now is tho 
timo for action, individual subscriptions 
must first be made if we expect the city 
to help us. To start the ball rolling I 
will give one thousand dollars (10 per 
cent of the value of ray real estate) to- 
ward a fund to pay the B. A A. the extra 
cost to them between depression and 
elevation and count it the best invest- 
ment ot that sum of money l ever made. 
The city is moving in the direction of 
avenues, boulevards aud parks to im- 
prove beautyfy and inorease valuation. 
Property owners along the several lines 
are giving lands and money to carry for- 
ward these improvements. No greater 
improvement, no wiser expenditure of 
money can be made in our city tliau to 
depress the radroad aud span the depres- 
sion with ornamental highway bridges, 
placing all danger beneath our feet and 
enabling us to walk with heaven above 
us instead of through a bole with traius 
thundering over our heads. If owners 
of real estate on the north side of our 
city aud all in any way interested, will 
put forth the same efforts that owners of 
lands on the now accomplished Central 
Boulevard have put fnrth, they may seo 
equal or greater returns for their labor 
and investment.

The mayor presided over the board of 
aldermen and Aldermen Roffe and Emer- 
son were absent. 

The records were read and approved. 

CITY ENGINEER. 

The mayor then made thia appoint- 
ment. To be city engineer, Henry D. 
Woods, to fill the vacanoy caused by the 
resignation of Albert F. Noyes. The 
appointment was confirmed by tho 
board. 

The N. E. Telephone A Telegraph Co. 
was then given a hearing on looating 
poles in various streets. 

Superintendent Albree said the peti- 
tion was a renewal of one which had 
been granted by the city oonnoil, bat 
which became void through an oversight 
of the company to file an acceptance 
within the specified thirty days. 

N. H. Chadwick and W. F. Hawley 
were present to oppose any new loca- 
tions, but had no objection to the peti- 
tion as explained. 

Hearings were then opened on the lay- 
ing out of Knowles, Ripley, Prinoe and 
Willard streets. 

No remonstrants appearing they were 
closed. 

A communication claiming damages 
for injuries received on the city highway 
by Michael Higgins was referred. 

Luther E. Leland, for the Cephas 
Brigham estate, sent in a communication 
relative to the placing of streets lights on 
Melrose ayenue, saying he should not ob- 
ject if they were equally distributed on 
the other estates. Referred. 

ACCEPTED. 

An acceptance of the location for un- 
derground conduit in Centre street was 
received from the N. E. Telephone A 
Telegraph Co. 

A NUISANCE CLAIMED. 

At 8 o'clock a hearing was granted on 
the petition of Mr. Welch and others 
alleging that S. A. White's sawing and 
splitting machine was a nuisance. 

Mr. Welch said when Mr. White was 
iven permission to erect an addition to 
is stable he told the mayor it was not 
bis intention to put in a sawing machine, 
and now be had doue so in direct con- 
tradiction of his former statement. 

Daniel Healey wanted to know if there 
was any justice in Newton. No permit 
had been given him to put iu the ma- 
chine and he believed the city council 
should make an example of such con- 
duct. 

Patrick Doheity corroborated the 
above statement. He was with other 
gentlemen when they opposed Mr. 
White’s petition for an addition to his 
stable, which was granted, and now he 
had put in a machine which was a con- 
tinual nuisance. The buzzing of the saw 
was almost unbearable to a sick person 
as experienced by himself. 

Peter Holey and W. J. Hannan also 
remonstrated. 

The city clerk looked up the records 
lor Mr. While’s statement regarding the 
putting in of a machine for sawing wood 
away back iu Sept. 21, 1891. The peti- 
tion was f >r an addition to be used for 
carriage and storage purposes, and Mr. 
White stated he did not iutend to use it 
for additional m icbinery. 

Mr. S. A. White said the opposition 
represented personal enmity which they 
took this way to show and injure bis 
business. He stated to the board at tbe 
former bearing that he had no iutention 
Of -putting in additional machinery aud 
it was only this fall that he had finally 
decided to do so, in order to keep bis 
men employed as his carpet business 
was not so good as usual owing to the 
dull times. The reason he asked for uo 
license was because he had a lioense for 
a steam plant and another waa uot neces- 
sary. 

In response to inquiry from the hoard 
he said rhe sawing machine was put 
in Sept. 18. It had been operated some 
weeks twelve hours. Last week it was 
operated but four hours. He could saw 
in a few hours enough wood to keep his 
men busy delivering several days. The 
machine was in tbe basement Sttrrouuded 
with thick stone walls. 

Mr. Doherty said his position was not 
actuated bv any malicious fueling to- 
ward Mr. White. He should not object 
if he h.td uot personally experienced the 
discomfort aud nuis'tnce of tbe noise 
He did not wish to injure him and 
wished to favor him all lie could, but be- 
lieved die neighbors had rights which 
should he respected.

THE FINAL MEETING VERY BRIEF. REVS. 
F. B IIORNIIROOKR AND B. VAI1ER 
MONRO RETIRE. 


The school board he’d its final meeting 
for 1893 at Newtonville, Wednesday even- 
ing, conveuiug at 7.80 o’clock. 

The mayor presided. 

The regular report of Superintendent 
Aldrich was submittod as follows: 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 

At this time, the final meeting of the 
presont calendar year, it has seemed ad- 
visable to tho superintendent to recall to 
the minds of the board the more im- 

E ortant bits of legislation which tbe 
oard in the exercise of its own powers 
or through tho agency of the oity counoil 
has brought to completion during the 
twelve months now olosing. 

Prominent among the material im- 
provements I may mention tlie comple- 
tion of an additional school room at 
Thompaonville; the purohaso of land on 
the southerly side of the High sohool 
building; the provision of admirable ac- 
commodations for the evening drawing 
class and the appropri itlon of money for 
a new sohool building at Newton High- 
lands. 

"In this connection I may remark that 
there has been considerable improvement 
effected in the condition of our sohool 
houses generally, a notable instance be- 
ing the Mason sohool building, which 
was completely renovated during the 
past summer. Very much remains to be 
done in this direction, but a few years’ 
continuance of such good services as the 
publio property committee have recently 
rendered us, wilt bring the sohool houses 
into as good condition as the obaraoter 
of their construction will permit. Tbe 
most important achievements of the 
board along a distinctly education- 
al line have been a disoussion which 
formed the substance of the superinten- 
dent’s annual report, viz: The establish- 
ment of five kindergartens, the incorpor- 
ation of algebra with the mathematics 

E rescribed for grade nine, the offering of 
atin as an elective, in grades below tho 
High sohool, and a systematic attempt at 
nature study in all classes of tbe primary 
and grammar schools. While we have 
only mado a beginning upon these mat- 
ters, a beginning, if successful, is legiti- 
m ite cause for some satisfaction. Better 
will it be, however, if these beginnings 
prove an inspiration to such efforts as 
will carry them through to successful 
completion." 

Mr. Hornbrooke presented an order 
which was passed, to purchase the Read- 
ing and Conversation book of Fontaine’s 
for use in the High school. 

An order was passed transferring these 
sums: $102 from the general, $65 from 
conveyance of pupils, $5 from evening 
schools, all to the appropriation for in- 
cidentals. 

The sum of $12,008.50 was appropri- 
ated for expenses of the current month.

Col. Clnrkft on Free Coal. 

To the Editor of the (JnAMiic: 

My attention having been called by a 
resident of your city to an editorial 
paragraph in the Graphic of December 
15, about tbe duty on coal, I ask the 
privilege to state in your columns a few 
faota which I hope will be of bom fit to 
your readers. 

FAMILY COAL ALREADY FIIEE. 

You say it Ih estimated that the savb g 
on ooal, by making it free, “would be at 
least $1.25 a ton, which would be felt by 
every family in Now England.” 

Anthracite coni, the only kind used to 
any extent by the families of New Eng- 
land, has beeu free for 23 years. 

The duty on bituminous (soft) coal is 
75 cents a ton, but as this coal is used 
only for making steam and beating iron 
the removal of the duty would confer 
only nn indirect benefit, if any at all, up- 
on, the families of New England. No 
one pretends it would lessen the cost of 
the coal that families use. 

The indireot benefit, if any, would 
oome from diminishing the cost of tbe 
various manufactured articles that fami 
lies use. This at most would be inappre- 
ciable. 

WOULD FREE SOFT COAL BE A BENEFIT? 

But would there be any benefit? Those 
who have studied the question most say 
there would not. In the exhaustive 
pamphlet upon the subject issued by Mr. 
William Whitman, treasurer of the Ar- 
lington Mills in 1891, it was shown that 
our principal source of supply is the 
Cumberland deposit in Maryland, and 
that the cost, delivered on wharf at Bos- 
ton, wab $3 07 a ton, though since then, 
owing to a decline in freights, the price 
has been as low as $3.02. 

The price of the Nova Scotia coal, de- 
livered on wharf in Boston, war at that 
time $4 05. The freight was $1.50 a ton. 
Possibly this may be reduced if a large 
market is developed here, but no odc 
would expect to see it reduced more than 
one half. Even with that advantage, the 
cost would still exceed that of Cumber- 
land coal by 28 cents a ton. 

Mr. Whitman says, after baving made 
careful and extensive ests, that the 
value of Cumberland coal is at least 75 
ceutB greacer than that of tbe best Nova 
Scotia coal. The real commercial differ- 
ence therefore is $1.03 a ton iu favor of 
tbe American coal. 

I believe that nearly all our manufac- 
turers aud steamboat and railroad 
officials wbo have studied tbe subject, 
agree with Mr. Whitman. Ex-Gov. 
Ames, who for some unaccountable mo- 
tive favors free coal, has said that tbe 
Ames Shovel Works at North Easton 
would not use the Nova Scotia coal if 
they could get it free of duty. Even 
some of tbe steam vessels which ruu to 
Nova Scotia prefer and use the Cumber- 
land coal. 

WOULD NOT HAVE IT WHEN THEY COULD. 

Under the reciprocity treaty of 1855 we 
bad Canadian coal free. The effect was, 
not to cheapen the coal to tbe American 
consumer, but to cause tbe Canadians to 
advance the price to the extent of the 
former duty. The importations did not 
increase for six years. During tbe oivil 
war they grew to 465,198 tons. But both 
the war and the treaty ended in 1865 and 
imnortations immediately fell off, and in 
1892 they were only 24,409 tons. 

You say it is said that Canada will ad- 
mit our coal free if we remove tbe duty 
from hers. This must be based solely 
upon their offer to have reciprocity upon 
all natural products, which of course 
would cover the products of tbe forest 
aud farm as well aBof tbe mine, a scheme 
which would be immensely to their ad- 
vantage. If they have offered to ex- 
change coals alono free of duty 1 am not 
aware of it, and I watch their offers 
with some care. 

PENNSYLVANIA NOT CONCERNED. 

You say that of course free coal will 
be bitterly opposed by the coal combina- 
tion of Pennsylvania. Tbe opposition 
does not appear to come from that quar- 
ter, but from the Democratic strong- 
holds of Maryland, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Tennesee and Alabama. Pennsyl- 
vania aud tbe middle western states have 
a smaller interest in it than the Atlantic 
states. In fact, they sell more bitumi- 
nous coal iu Canada than they soli in 
New England. Let us glance at tbe im- 
ports aud exports: 

OUR COAL TRADE WITH CANADA. 

During the year ended Juno 30, 1892, 
OUT total imports of bituminous coal 
from the Dominion of Canada were 680,- 
.388 tons. Of this quantity 610,644 tons 
were from British Columbia, so that the 
total from Nova Beotia was only 24,400 
tons. 

Our exports to Canada that year were 
831.046 tons, of which 822.8-15 tous went 
to Quebec, Ontario uud Manitoba. 

Thus our exports to all of Canada east 
of the Rocky Mountains exceeded our 
imports from tho same region by 766, 147 
ton-. In short, our exports were more 
than 12 times as much as our imports. 

This shows that the Canadians as well 
as our own people gieatly piefoi OUT 
coal, first hocaiiss it is better than theirs 
aud second because for tbe greater por- 
tion of them it is cheaper, 

WHAT THE AGITATION IH poll. 

If the conditions were reversed; If 
Nova Scotia coal were better than ('urn- 
berland and could be delivered lu New 
England at a smaller cost, there wotl'd 
lie sorno House in a demand from this 
section for reciorooity. But with facts 
as they exist, the demand for free coal 
seems to have no purpose but to benefit 
the Boston syndicate that has acquired 
(lie Nova Scotia mines, and lo outer to 
the Democratic scheme of free iaw ma- ; 
terials which, as (lie Wilson hill now j 
shows, is hut a glove to conceal the cIhwh ' 
for scratching down (lie duties on maim 
factored goods. It proposes to exchange , 
a penny for a dollar aud Yankees ate not 
iu the hahit of making such trades mm 
that. 

Here I would gladly close, hut while I 
shout it perhaps you will allow me to 
correct a untlier error into which the 
teachers of tariff reform have led you 
and many others. 

WAGES OK PENNSYLVANIA MINERS. 

You any (list the Penney Iranians "long 
ago put wages down so low that only the 
lowest class of foreign immigrants 
would or could work in their mines." 
You are not to Idame for saying this, for 
I think such is (lie general impression, 
lint what is the flirt? 

Two years ago the finance committee 
of the t f. H. .Senate, of both parlies, made 
an exhaustive investigation as to prices 
and wages iu all parts of the counti y.sud 
their report is universally recogiit/.ed ss 
the most complete and authentic state 
merit of fsets on thoae suhjejt* ever he 
fore published in this nr any other eoun 


try. On page 1505 (volume 4) the aver- 
age wages for mining bituminoua coal 
near Pittsburgh aro given for each yoAr 
from 1840 to 1802. Tho wage in 1840 was 

1 1 4 cents a bushel. It never rose above 

2 cents dining thn ontire period of the 
Walker taiiff, which wns the “golden 
era” so much vaunted by our taiiff re- 
form friends. In 1892 it was 3 1 2 cents 
and it had averaged but one half a cent 
less than that for 20 3 ears. This shows 
that the WHges of minerp were higher 
during the protective thnn during the 
free trade period, and that they were 
highest of all in the year when the Mc- 
Kinley tariff was doing its best work. 
The committee also repotted that miners 
were much more steadily employed dur- 
ing the latter than diniug the former 
period. 

I regret that it has taken so much 
space to correct errors which occupied 
so little, but tbe adage is as true of space 
as it is of time, that “a lie will run n 
league while truth is putting on its 
boots.” Truth, however, must get there, 
all tbe same.

If Mr. Langford's exam- 
ple is followed by others who wish the 
tracks depressed, and the road is offerred 
enough money to msko it an object to 
them, possibly they would be able to 
lind a way to depress the tracks, but 
otherwise they will do what best suits 
their own convenience. The elevatod 
tracks and bridges in Springfield are not 
at all objectionable, Ibe people of that 
city say, now that they have had a practi- 
cal trial of them, and the same would 
probably be true here. The officials of 
the railroad are now making the delay, 
and they ought to be spurred up. 


THE FREE COAL CONTROVERSY. 


Col. Clarke of the Home Market Club 
writes an interesting letter to the 
Graphic on the subject of free coal, in 
whioh he presents the McKinley side of 
the case with great ingenuity. His 
arguments do not altogether agree with 
those of ex-Speaker Reed, in hiB minority 
report on the Wilson bill, but Col. Clarke 
wrote his letter before the Reed report 
appeared. 

For instance, Col. Clarke argues that 
Nova Scotia coal would cost *8 cents a 
ton more than Cumberland coal, without 
the duty, and that Cumberland coal is so 
much better thau Canadian that no one 
would use the latter. One might ask 
then, wbat is tbe use of the duty, and 
why the high protectionists are so much 
opposed to free coal? Col. Clarke him- 
self answers this question by saying that 
the repeal of the duty on coal is “but a 
glove to conceal the claws for scratching 
down the duties ou manufactured 
goods.” 

Ex-Speaker Reed, ou the other hand, 
says that if the duty is strioken off, 
“Nova Scotia coal can be marketed in 
New England at a less coBt than coal 
from Pennsylvania” and other states, 
and adds “this is a matter of history.” 
When the doctors disagree, tbe patient 
eiffiP-r has to doctor himBelf or call in a 
physician of some other school. As for 
the claim that Nova Scotia ooaliB inferior 
to Cumberland, which Col. Clarke backs 
up by an alleged statement from ex-Gov. 
Ames, it is only fair to say that Gov. 
Ames has repudiated the Boston Journal 
interview from which Col. Clarke quotes, 
as being “full of errors.” 

.CoL Clarke allows that if “Nova 
Scotia coal were better, aud could be de- 
livered in New England at a smaller cost, 
there would be some sense in a demand 
in this section for free coal.” Ex-Speak- 
er Reed says it cau be delivered at a 
smaller cost, and many experts claim 
that the Nova Scotia coal is equally as 
good for fuel as the Cumberland, iu spite 
of Mr. Whitman, whose views may have 
bees biased. 

.Everyone ubcr coal, while ouly a com- 
paratively few* own shares in coal mines 
or work in them, and it is surprising how 
extensively soft coal can be used, wheu 
once people have got over their pre- 
judices against it. A gentleman iu New- 
ton, who has a small steam boiler, for 
both heating and power, changed this 
fall from hard to soft coal, aud says that 
his coal bill is reduced one half, as he 
uses less coal with better results. He 
also says that every house that is heated 
by steam, could be heated as well by soft 
as by hard coal, and any reduction iu the 
price would benefit these people. Be- 
sides there are stoves specially made for 
soft coal, so that it could be generally 
used iu families, and tbe coni hill is one 
of the largest items of expense. As for 
the wages paid to Pennsylvania minets, 
every one is familiar with the stones of 
the low grade of foreign laborers em- 
ployed in Pennsylvania, the numerous 
shut-downs to euhauce the price of coal, 
the artfully planned cut downs in wages 
when the matket is supplied, so that a 
strike may follow, and the other means 
resorted to by the coal barons to enrich 
themselves, at the expense of the public. 
These things are repotted hi Mim papers 
every year, and have more weight than 
any careful y prepared reports of friend- 
ly Senate committees, from which Col. 
Clarke quotes. When latge profits ate 
at stake, there is a great temptation to 
make statistics confoim to private inter- 
ests, and figures run be made to prove 
anything, as uveiy one knows who has 
rend reports fiom either high or low 
tariff committees. ItoMi will *r«ut out 
with I lie same s' at is tics and i n< h direct . 
ly opposite insults. 


Thkrk is some talk about a half mil- 
lion for a new City Hall, but with all the 
other debt* that has been and aro to be 
incurred for public improvements, the 
outlook for a now city hall is not a very 
hopeful one. It would be better to wait 
till the mauy projected improvements 
have increased values iu their vicinity 
sufficiently to pay the interest on the cost, 
before going to a groat expense from 
whioh no return could be expeoted. A 
good deal has been said about the Walk- 
er estate as a desirable location, but 
there is one strong objection to it, in its 
distance from any railroad station, and 
their is also no necessity of baying a 
whole farm, for the sake of securing the 
proper light and air for the building. If 
a new city hall is built it should not be 
farther from a station than the present 
one, as most of those who visit it go by 
train. The present city hall is incon- 
venient, it is true, but it is better to put 
up with some inconveniences than to 
rush the city iuto debt at .such a rate 
that no one can afford to own property 
in Newton.

A meeting of the executive committee 
of the Newton Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation was held in West Newton, 
Wednesday evening. 

The matter of the West Newton post- 
office was brought up, in consequence of 
the sharp contest going on to see wheth 
er the place shall continue to be held by 
Mr. Stacy, who has held it to the satis- 
faction of the people since the Hayes ad- 
ministration, or whether Mr. Cox, with 
the endorsement of the Democratic Btate 
and city committees, will be able to 
secure tbe prize. It was sbown that Mr. 
Stacy, who is a Republican, has more 
Democrats served by his office who are 
on his petition than there were Demo- 
cratic votes cast for John E. Russell at 
the last election, while there were over 
30 more who voted tho Democratic 
ticket, in whole or iu part, who objected 
to being classed as Democrats.

Christmas Day was never considered 
by the pood people of New England as 
belonging to the Trotestant churoh, 
and so the children of 50 years a*o were 
deprived of the pleasure of a day now 
claimed by the whole civilized world as a 
day of hippiest association says the Bos- 
ton Journal of Sunday last. AmotiR the 
prominent writers who contributed 
recolloctious of the Christmas of their 
earlier years was Rev. Dr, Smith of 
Newton Centre who wrote as follows: 

The first Christmas Day within my 
recollection must have been in 1812, 
when I was four years of aeo. It was in 
the city, then the town of Boston, when 
Boston was a diminutive metropolis; the 
next following census ravo it but 43, (KX) 
inhabitants. Christmas, in those days, 
was celebrated in the Puritan city almost 
solely by families attached to the Episco- 
pal and Roman Catholic churches, aud 
sparingly by tbe Methodists. There 
were, if I remember correctly, but two 
Episcopal churches in the town, one 
Roman Catholic, and one Methodist. 
The people of the town generally took 
no interest in the festival. Asadavof 
joy and of presents, it was destined to 
wait many years. I was boru near 
Christ church in Salem s r reet, and I well 
remember how the chime of bells, from 
Dec. 1. till Christmas, and afterward till 
New Year, used to ring in the day, by a 
clanging noise every evening. The ob- 
ject seemed to be simply to produce 
sound, by striking all the seven or eight 
bells at once, several times between 
dark and 0 or 10 o’clock. On Christmas 
Day, the Old North (Christ) cburcb, 
profusely ornamented with evergreens, 
gathered a crowded congregation; and 
the clanging bells sounded for Borne 
time before the service, and also at the 
close. People who depended on their 
Thanksgiving turkey usually doated on 
their Christmas goose. Presents were 
not, as a general thing, exchanged, aud 
the day found but slight celebration. 
On December 31, the clangor of the bells 
continued till midnight, after which 
three or four sweet Psalm tunes were 
played, ringing the old year out and tbe 
new year in, as in the parish churches 
in the mother country. We read in 
English story books of the Christmas 
box (gift), but most children knew noth- 
ing of such a celebration of the day. 

Happy are the children, of whatever 
age, of these modern times to whom the 
day is made the happiest in the year.

WOMEN VOTERS IN MICHIGAN. 

(.'onatltiitlonnllty nt the Female RtiffYnge 
Act to lie Tented In tho Courts. 

The last Michigan state legislature 
passed a law providing that in all school, 
village and city elections hereafter held 
in this state women who are able to read 
tho constitution of tho state of Michigan 
phall bo allowed to vote, and all laws of 
this state prescribing the qualifications 
of voters nt such school, village and city 
elections, shall apply to women. 

It seems a little strange that the legis- 
lature should have passed tho bill in 
this form, in view of tho fact that the 
state laws already permit every person 
of tho age of 21 years who has property 
liablo to assessment for school taxes, 
and who has resided in the district three 
months preceding any school meeting, 
to vote at school elections on all ques- 
tions except tlioso involving tho raising 
of money by tax. It is proposed to liavo 
tho constitutionality of the act of 1803 
tested by the state supremo court, tho 
case coming up from Detroit. If the 
court decides against the act, would tho 
right which women already possess of 
voting at school elections bo taken away? 
The state constitution says specifically 
that “in all elections every male citi- 
zen, every male inhabitant in the state 
on the 24th day of June, 1835, every 
male inhabitant residing in tho state 
Jan. 1, 1850, who, etc., shall be an elec- 
tor and entitled to vote." 

The language of the act of 1893 is 
plainly that "in all school, village and 
city elections" women shall be allowed 
to vote. If then the court construes the 
constitution strictly it cannot do other- 
wise than decide against the act, which 
decision may have tho effect of depriv- 
ing the women of the right to vote at 
school elections, which right they pos- 
sess under tho act of May, 1881. The 
court might decide, however, that no 
existing right can be taken away by 
mere implication. The decision in this 
important case is awaited with interest. 
—Kalamazoo Telegraph. 


THE LATEST TELEPHONE. 


Successful Attempt to Connect an Anchor- 
ed Vessel With the Shore. 

The lighthouse board has been suc- 
cessful in its experiments for establish- 
ing electric communication with light- 
ships and lighthouses anchored at a dis- 
tance of more than a mile from shore. 
This will attract the greatest interest in 
maritime circles all over the world. The 
board has been conducting these experi- 
ments for several years. Nothing can 
be learned at the treasury department as 
to who inveuted the plan, which has met 
with success. However, the obstacles 
which have prevented connecting by 
electric cable a vessel swinging at an- 
chor at sea with the land have been over- 
come by attaching the core of the cable 
to the anchor chain and making a con- 
ductor of the latter. It has been dem- 
onstrated that the leakage of electricity 
produced by the water can be reduced 
to a minimum. Officials of the treasury 
department have recently talked by tel- 
ephone with persons on board a light- 
ship anchored over a mile from shore, 
with the anchor chain used to complete 
the circuit. 

The establishing of electric communi- 
cation with lightships will result in the 
saving of many thousands of dollars an- 
nually to maritime interests. Passing 
vessels can easily and quickly be com- 
municated with in cases of emergency, 
and ships in distress will frequently be 
reported to life saving stations in time 
to dispatch relief vessels to save them. 
The lightship most distant from the shore 
is at the Nantucket shoals. It is some 
30 miles from shore, and the dangers of 
this locality have caused it to become 
known as the “graveyard of American 
shipping.” The lighthouse board is grati- 
fied at the prospect of establishing elec- 
tric communication with this lightship. 
—Washington Letter.

Some Objections to Elevating the Ralls. 

To the Editor or the Grapbto; 

We have just received the report of the 
commissioners, Albert Noyes, chairman, 
appointed to consider the subject of 
elevating the 3. A A. railway, and to 
estimate the cost of such elevation from 
Brighton lino to Riverside station, being 
about four miles through the heart of 
Newton, which cost is estimated at 
about two and a quarter millions of 
dollars, and of which the city of Newton 
is supposed to pay some four hundred 
thousand dollars, the chief reason given 
for this extraordinary outlay, being an 
assumed loss of life at the grade cross- 
ings. 

Urged by a sense of publio duty we 
have ourselves reoently investigated the 
facts and And that on the four miles, 
whioh it is prdposed to elevate, there are 
eleven grade crossings, six of them being 
flag stations. 

At these eleven crossings there have 
been during the sixty years the road has 
been in operation, an average of less 
than one death at a crossing, and halt of 
these would not have occurred under the 
care existing today. 

Are facts like these a justification for 
the proposed measure? Could the same 
business have been done in any other 
way with so little loss of life? It is not 
more probable the Iosb would have been 
greater, owing to the fact that less care 
would have been considered necessary? 

At Newtonville, where we have lived 
for fifty years, three deaths have oc- 
curred, one, a lad of ten. orosstug the 
rails behind a stopping train, was killed 
by a train unseen b> him. Another, 
recently, was caused by a man chasing 
his dog off the rails and turning to go 
back, when a slow traiu was within a 
few feet of him. The third, Mrs. Estes, 
might cot have happened had a man 
been stationed on both sides of tbe track 
as is now the case. 

Considering the immense amount of 
business with no protection but a 
whistle, not always sounded, it is not 
wonderful the loss of life has been so 
little? 

The beautiful valley of the Charles 
River from Weston to Boston has been 
created by God, so that it roust forever 
be to all who reside here a source of joy 
and refreshment. 

Is it not then a species of vandalism to 
erect for reasons which the facts do not 
bear out, an offensive earthmound in 
anaconda form, eighteen feet high like a 
Chinese wall which must greatly mar 
the value of the land for residences on 
both sides of the tracks, and which must 
destroy a great portion of the beautiful 
scenery which Nature has so bouutifully 
provided for our city? 

Considering also the many large enter- 
prises already taken in hand by Newton 
as the parks, boulevards, sewers, etc., is 
it the part of prudence to do anything 
about grade crossings for another twenty 
years, but simply call upon the railways 
to fulfill the conditions of their charters 
and in the mean time, if anything is 
done earlier, the road should be de- 

K ressed in place of elevated, and our 
eautiful city be thus preserved from 
being permanently disfigured whatever 
tbe cost.

Ho makes no audible 
complaint, but mutters incessantly in a 
tone that excites the imagination into 
conjuring up every horror that waits 
upon excessive poverty. In spite of this 
ho fares badly, for itiore men como out 
cf this door than enter by it, and as their 
Btoninchs nro full the thought of hunger 
iu others obtains no abiding place within 
their minds. 

At tho down town entrance there loit- 
ers, when tho lounging policeman is not 
in sight, a beggar of another breed. Ho 
la sleek and round, with a fat and shiny 
face and a merry twinkle ic his lazy 
eyes. More than once the writer caught 
him concealing a cigar behind his back 
while he extended the other hand in a 
boseeching way for alms. His sole prayer 
is for food, intermingled with fervent 
protestations that he is atarving, and 
that he never drinka a drqp of atrong 
liquor. Many men hurrying into the 
restaurant with a poignant appetite are 
touched by his prayers and pause long 
enough to drop a coin into his hand. 

It is clear that the sleek beggar knows 
that a hungry man is more apt to be 
touched by the hunger of others than he 
who is well fed, and so he chooses aa 
bia workshop the door at which the pa- 
trons of the restaurant enter, leaving the 
one through which they leave to the stu- 
pid fellow whose need, like enough, is as 
great as his mumbled prayers for charity 
would indicate.— New York World. 


The Thrifty Japanese. 

What is the reason that Japan has no 
poverty problem? Ono reason is proba- 
bly to be found in the land system, 
which has given to every worker a hold- 
ing and encouraged him to supply hi* 
wants by his own labor. There is, too, 
in Japan a curious absence of ostenta- 
tious luxury. 

The habits of living are in all classes 
much the same, and the rich do not out- 
shine the poor by carriages, palaces and 
jewelry. The rich spend their money od 
curios, which, if these are costly, is limit- 
ed, and the most popular agitation is 
against the big European houses which 
ministers build for themselves. W ealth is 
thus not absorbed and is more ready for 
investment in remunerative labor. The 
last reason which occurs to the mind of a 
traveler with comparatively few oppor- 
tunities for forming opinions is the 
equality of manners in all classes. Rich 
and poor are alike courteous. It is not 
possible to distinguish employer from 
laborer by their behavior. All are clean; 
all are easy; all are restrained. 

The governor lets his child go to the 
common school and sit next to the child 
of the casual laborer, certain that his 
child will pick up no bad manners and 
get no contamination in thought or in 
person. This equality enables rich and 
poor to meet as friends, and gifts can 
pass without degradation. The rich no- 
bles in the country, just as the universi- 
ty men with whom we met in Tokio, are 
thus able to give to those whom they 
know to be in need, and friendship be- 
comes the channel of charity. The ques- 
tion is, Will this survive the introduction 
of the industrial system? It is possible 
that some of it may and that Japan may 
teach the west how to deal with the poor. 
—Fortnightly Review.

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The Electric Capstan. 

An expert in railway matters declares 
that the day is not fur distant when the 
switching engine will be entirely done 
away with, its place being taken by the 
electric capstan.

The motor, which 
actuates the capstan by means of gear- 
ing, runs at the rate of some 1,200 revo- 
lutions per minute, aud the gearing mo- 
tor und switch of tho cupstan are all con- 
tained in a watertight iron cuse, tho top 
of which comes flush with the ground. 
There is a cover to it which is readily re- 
movable, so as to give easy access to tho 
motor for oiling and cleaning. The wires 
containing tho current for the motor are 
carried through an iron pipe below tho 
■urfuco of the ground, and the switch 
for starting and stopping the motor is 
operated readily by tire foot of tho at- 
tendant in charge of the capstan, — New 
York Hun.
